Stone believes the cur^ 
rent clvU war is the result of the 
complete "lack of soda! con- 
science" in a country where less 
than 5 percent of the people own

The young woman, wbo moved to 
Twin Falls about six weeks ago, 
says the war, which was "brewing 
for many years," is about such 
basic issues as' "having land to 
grow crops on and being able to

send your kids to school." 

Instead of political ideology, the 
fighting Is the result of the deep 
inequality between the few at the 



top and the majority who have 
nothing. There ts no middle class in 
El Salvador, she says. 

"There is a growing demand of 
the campesinos, or rural poar, for 
a better life, which means decent 
housing and enough to eat," Stone 
says. 

"The common people are 
realiztog they are as good as the 
next person," comments Stone, 
who recalls a young man who 
bitterly told her be bad an educa- 
tion but had no chance for a better 
li fe because be was not of the upper 
class. 

She believes President Jose 
Napoleon Duarte "Is sincere and 
wants to help," but she notes the 
Irony ol .trybig to categorize the 
situation politically since Duarte 
himself was once considered a 
communist. 

"He's formed an alliance with 
the very same people he opposed in 
the past, such as the oligarchy and 
military establishment," Stone 
says.

Nicaragua tries to rid poverty, ignorance

In vlsltbig Nicaragua with a 
group from the Oregon-Idaho Con- 
ference of the Uttfted Methodist 
Church, Heath, a Castleford res^ 
dent, found a country bravely try- 
ing to rid itself of a centuries-old 
yoke of poverty, disease and Igno- 
rance. 

The country currently is ruled by

Moreover, the country was 
excluded from President Ronald 
Reagan's recent "Caribbean Basin 
initiative" that wUI inject $750 
million of aid bito the re^on. -

Despite the continuing U.S. 
embargo on trade and economic 
aid, the Oregon-Idaho Cmterence 
of the United Methodist Church has 



pledged $35,000 a year for the next 
thriee years to a Protestant relief 
committee in Nicaragua known as 
CEPAD. The committee uses its 
$2.9 million yearly budget to im- 
prove the water- supply, housing, 
health and other basics of life in 
the country. 

The Sandlnlsta movement was 
bom id a land^eform revolution 
that faUed hi Uie 1930's, Heath 
says, hut It re-emerged with 
middle^lass support in the eariy 
19703. when Uie govemmenl pro- 
ved Itself Incapable of rebuilding 
the country after a devastating 
1972 earthouake. 

In 1979. the Sandanlsta guerrillas 
Ilnally wrested power from the 
U.S.>supported Gen. Anastaslo 
Somoza government.

Budget Office study says tax cuts help the rich 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - Families with incomes of more than 
120,000 a year will reap about S5 percent of President Reagan's 
182 bilUoQtax cut wbUe low>lncome families will suffer most from 
bis budget cuts, the Congressional Budget Office said Saturday. 

For families with Incomes of more than t80,000, the average 
savhig In 1983 taxes will be 115,000, the budget office said. 

At tbe same time, it said, budget cuts will mean bigger 
reductions in federal benefits to families with incomes below 
$10,000 than to those In higher brackets, 

Tbe budget office prepared the report at the request of Rq). 
James Jones, I>Okla., chahman of the House Budget Committee, 
and Sen. Ernest HoUlngs, D-N.C, tbe ranking Democrat on the 
Senate Budget Committee. 

"Tbe CBO study speaks clearly on the fairness of the Reagan 
program as enacted hi the flntse$slonof tbe 97tb Congress," they 
said Ina brief statement accompanying the Sl}{iage report. 

"This shows, unfortunately, what many of us expected," said 



Holllngs. "The Reagan economic program is unfair. Take this In 
consideration with high Uiterest rates and high unemployment 
and high deficits, and we know some major changes need to be 
made in tbe president's program." 

While conceding that it is difficult to measure tbe- precise 
impact of tax and benefit cuts resulting from passage of tbe 
Economic Recovery Tax Act, the study reached these major 
conclusions: 

•Gains from federal' tax reductions will "rise substantially" 
with income. 

•Reductions in federal benefit payments will be greatest for 
housdioidB with bKomes below $10,000. 

•About GO percent of savings from reduced grants to states and 
local govermnents «41] come from programs targeted toward 
low-bicome bidlvldiuds and pei^e recelvtaig public assistance. 

AcconUng to the study, a family with an annual buwme of less 
than $10,000 will, on tbe average, get a tax cut of $120 hi 1983 while 



households with incomes of more than $80,000 will save about 

(15.000 In taxes. 

"Total federal revenue losses will be about $82 billion hi 1963, 
and about &s percent of these reductions will benefit households 
with lncomesover$20,D00,"ti)e report said. 

In 1983, it said, famUies with incomes of less than 110,000 will 
lose about $380 in federal benefits while those with Inoomes over 
$80,000 wUl lose an average of only 1120. 

Savbigs from cuts In federal benefiU wUl total about $17 billion 
bi 1983 with about two-thirds of that coming from reductions in 
benefits to families with incomes below $20,000, the study said. 

lUe study said the impact of cuts hi grants to tbe states and 
local governments is difficult to estimate because they may 
respond hi different ways. 

Some states andlocaUUes may respond 1^ ralshig taxes, it said, 
while others may hAsjfhoa bistead. 
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Atlanta mayor praises fair trial 



ATLANTA (UPI) — Mayor Andrew Young praised 
Judge Clarence Cooper Saturday nlftht for conducting 
an "emminentJy fair" trial for Wayne B. Williams 
and said the investigation of Atlanta's child murders 
will continue. 

Young, contacted In Washington D.C. by Atlanta 
radio station WGST, expressed (ull coii.'idence in ttie 
Jury that heard the trial. He said Williams will bear 
"a bit more of a burden of responsibilities" to prove 
himselflnnocent on appeal. • 

"The people who sat in and listened (o the evidence 
in detail for many weeks, and who heard every bit of 
testimony, and whs have done nothing but eat, sleep 
and drink this trial for several months now, reached 
the verdict of guilty as charged," said Young. "I think 
those of us who orUy read eOmiuI the case or who only 
ttnorrt ihi* cvirfpnce as it was reported to us second- 



hand, really are not qualified to second-guess them." 

Young said: "Judge Cooper baa probably bent over 
backward to assure a fair trial" and that be bad "no 
Idea" what the verdict would be during the dosing 
days of the ei^t-wcek trial. - 

Young said the investigation Into the di8ai^)ear- 
onces and murders of 28 young blacks, dating back to 
July 20, 1979, would continue. Although WlUlamS was 
only accused of killing Jimmy Ray Payne and 
Nathaniel Cater, tbe two latest victims on the list 
asslgned.to the special police task force, prosecutors 
Eou^t during the trial to link him to some of theother 
victims. 

"I'm sure the investigations have continued," said 
Young. "There has been a continued attempt to 
collect evidence.

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (UPI) - Right-wing 
leader Roberto D'Aubulsson was sli^Uy wounded 
Saturday by gunmen who attacked his motorcade 
during an election campaign stop In San Salvador, a 
spokesman for D'Aubulsson said . 

D'Aubulsson, an ex-National Guard major who 
heads the extreme-right Nationalist Republican Alli- 
ance party, was nicked by a bullet on the back of his 
ri^t shoulder, said doctors who treated him at a San 
Salvador clinic. 

The doctors said the bullet went cleanly through the 
fleshy part of the right shoulder, hitting no bone. "He 
walked out of the hospital under his own power," said 
Dr. Antonio Fernandez. No one else was Injured in the 
raid. 

A party spokesman said D'Aubulsson was leaving 
Ilopango airport on San Salvador's eastern edge in a 
caravan of bullet-prool vans when a vehicle passed 
them on the road and gunmen fired small caliber 
weapons, probably pistols.

"The Judge's ruling allowed a very 
wide range of testimony that 
otherwise would not have been 
allowed," said Ordover In an In- 
terview, "It was absolutely the key

"As a consequence, Williams' lawi- 
yers had no choice but to put o(i 
character testimony to persuade the 
Jury that Williams was not the kind of 
person who would do those things. 

"If It had been hmited to those two 
(murders), the prosecution i^ally 
would have had a weak ca^. it Is 
unlikely the defense would have 
called character witnesses or the 
defendant had that ruling not heeh 
made," said Ordover. "' ■;

. WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ An afl- 
minlstratlon bill to ^^qui^: permits 
for hunting and ftstilng oii federal 
lands was wittidrawn by Interior Sec- 
retary James Watt when key Re- 
publican senator? refused to in- 
troducclt. 

Wallt^, R-Wyo., de- 
scribed the bill as "absolutely ridicu- 
lous" and said he had asked Watt to 
Withdraw it. 

: "As soon as I saw it, I told Secretary 
Watt the whole thing was- ludicrous 
and asked him, for heaven's sake, to 
withdraw It," Wallop said. 



The bill, he said, would also have 
Imposed user fees for hiking and 
camping in wilderness areas, wild 
and scenic rlv«r% and other federal 
lands. 

The Wyoming Republican said 'he 
also had discussed the bill with Sen. 
James McClufe, R'Idaho, chalnnan 
of the Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee, and that Mc- 
Clure told Watt be "wouldn't touch It 
wlthalft-footpole." 

Watt, In withdrawing the bill, said 
Its Intent had been misinterpreted 
because of its "inartful" wording. 



"We do not and will not seek legisls- 
tlon to eliminate the prohlbltlo'n 
against federal hunting or fishing 
licenses In existing law," Watt said ip 
alcttertoWallt^. 

The bill would have authorized the 
Interior, Agilculturc and Defense 
departments to begin charging user 
fees for the use of lands administered 
by the Forest Service, the Bureau of 
Land Management and the Corps of 
Engineers.

- "In other words, nothing Is black 
and white. It's not for us to decide 
which Bide is better." 

The former Peace Corps worker, 
who was involved In sanitation efforts 
with the government's ministry of 
Bcalth, was in El Salvador at the time 
former President Romero was ousted 
by DuArte'8 forces. For the first six 
weeks after the coup, there was open ' 
discussion, with the rebels appearing 
on TV, she says. 

' But early In 1980, some of the 
original civilian members of the junta 
resigned, and Duarte and his regime 
formed an alliance with some of the 
"old guard." ■ 

"Ttiere's a big difference in the 
group which overthrew Romero and 
those In power now," Stone says. 

The fighting will continue whether 
,or not U.S. aid continues, she says, but 
,she believes American money would 
iK better spent on economic aid. Much 
U.S. money ts being diverted by the El 
Salvador establishment for private 
gain, she believes. 

Stone says the director of the Peace 
.Corps told her Of seeing truckloads of 
television sets and other consumer 
itenis being unloaded at a private 
home in the middle of the night. 
' "There was no money to buy such 
things, so It is Inescapable they came 



from American lunds which are 
diverted for private use," she says. 

It Is difficult lor Americans to 
visualize the poverty in El Salvador, 
she says. 

"Eighty-nine percent of the rural 
people are basically iUilcrate, with no 
running water nor sanltar? facilities 
of any kind, with families which 
average S.4 persons trying to feed 
themselves on a thlt^ of an acre." 

They live In one-room thatched huts 
with mud floors, Pigs and chickens 
arc brought into the house at night so 
they won't be stolen. 

Severe malnutrition ts widespread, 
with diarrhea the No. 1 killer of 
children, she says. Measles also kills 
many of all ages. 

Stone was assigned to a project to 
get the campcnslnos to agree to have 
government-built latrines installed In 
their homes. At one time, it would cost 
an individual $4 in U.S. money for a 
latrine. Then, it was decided they 
would be installed free. 

Before she left the country, the 
policy had switched again to making 
people pay, but in all the time Stone 
was there, she never saw one latrine 
installed. 

"The people are quick to say 'yes, 
yes' when you talk to them, but (they) 
won't do anything about It after you 
leave," she says. 



One can hardly blame them for 
being suspicious of government pro- 
jects, she says, in one community, the 
people scraped logclhcr money to 
have land leveled for a promised 
school, only to have the man abscond 
with the money. The children now 
attend school In a hut covered by 
branches. 

Stone left Ei Salvador on Feb. l, 
1930, because of unsclllcd conditions. 
She finished her tour In Honduras, 
-a n d 

Peace Corps activity was terminated 
In El Salvador in March 1980 because 
of the fighting. 



She was born In Puerto Rico, where 
her grandfather — himself a cam- 
pcnsino — remembered when the 
United Stales look over the island. 
Stone's father came to this country 
and served In the military, so she 
"grew up all over."

Laurels to the Joint finance and Appropriations 
Committee for agreeing to sp«nd (150,000 to hire 
seven additional people to go after the state's lax 
taxpayers. It's estimated that a tjeefed-up enforce- 
ment program could "capture" $2.5 million in extra 
revenue due the state. It's a one-year test, however. If 
state auditors don't produce the anticipated revenue,- 
JFAC will pull the plug.

Parole bill opens can of worms 



It's a popular Idea these days to crack down on 
criminals, 

No one feels secure, so we bolt our doors, Install 
burglar alarms and park our cars under 

streetltBhts. 

The Legislature has responded to this public 
Indignation by considering several bills to toughen 
mandatory sentencing and to tighten parole. 

But one plan Eucccssfuliy riding this tidal wave of 
fear and anger Is not as good as it sounds. In fact, It 
actually will place Idaho at the mercy of convicts. 

The proposal Is one that would allow prosecutors 
and judges to appeal to the governor any parole of a 
convict who they believe is dangerous and should 
remain behind bant. 

It's an Idea that's being pushed by Ada County 
Prosecutor Jim Harris in order to fulfill a 
campaign promise in his bid for state attorney 
general. And he can cite some Impressive 
examples where the State Commission for Pardons 
and Parole apparently has goofed. 

• A convicted burglar with a record of repeat 
offenses was released — despite objections — only 
to be rearrested during a burglary within days of 
parole. 

• A man convicted of killing the 2-year-old child 



of his live-in girlfriend was released last year after 
scvlng the minimum time possible, regardless of 
thejudgc'sorlgtoalorderforlonglncarceratlon. * 

In the shadow of such cases, It's easy to cry for 
strong checks on the parole board's power. And the 
bill already has received a favorable vote In the 
House. 

Unfortunately, the bill would have many 
undesirable side effects. 

Most horrifying is the plan allows anyone — 
including Inmates or their lawyers — to appeal any 
parole decision to the governor for reconsideration. 

Since most decisions — there were 479 last year 
— deny parole to'lnmates, you can bet almost every 
one will be appealed. And prosecutors and Judges, 
whoaro subject to public pressure, will attempt to 
stall many of the paroles that are granted. This 
would leave few parole board decisions intact. 

The effects will be felt in three ways: a 
tremendous, costly load on the governor's office, a 
total emasculation of the parole board and 
' Increased crowding of the state prison. 

And we all know who will foot the bill. 

Years ago, Idaho voters passed a constitutional 
amendment that kicked politics out of the parole 
process, so release would be based on merit and not

He bums some holes in the anti-smoking statistics

WASHINGTON — The week brings two reports on 
cigarettes and cancer, one from tbe Surgeon-General, the 
other from the Tobacco Institute. The two reports are as 
predictable as the phases of the moon. Thepubllc health 
people are convinced that cigarettes cause cancer. Tbe 
^Mobacco people are convinced that the charge has yet to be 
;j)roved. 

A personal note: I have been a smoker off and on for the 
past 45 years. Five years ago I quit. I thought I had quit - 
for good. Then one Friday morning I was mugged down in 
souUieast Washington, and my shaking hands reached for 
a cigarette. It was all on earth I wanted. Now this lousy, 
satisfying habit has me back in its dutches and I wish it 
didn't. I can't think of one good thing to say about 
cigarettes. 

With that apologia on record, let me makea point and 
stateamoral.Thepointisthattnetobaccopeopleare . 
quite right: Tbe causal relationship of cigarettes and 
cancer hasn't been proved; It still is only statistically 



inferred. The moral Is that we ought always to beware of 
statistics. If I were teaching Journalism, I would require 
my students to take one year of statistics for every 
semester of news writing, and I'd turnout twtler 
reporters. 

The anti-smoking people have spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars trying to prove medically that 
cigarettes cause cancer. Tbey once cut holes in the 
throats of 86 beagles and set Uie dogs to puffing furiously 
for 676 days. Ttien tttey killed tbe dc^ and looked at their 
lungs. Tbe flodlngs were so UDcertahi that the study 
embarrassed everyone vbo bad a hand In It. In another 
experiment, researchers shaved tbe ears of rabbits and 
the backs of mice, and painted the shaved sUn with 
tobacco tar. It was as U tbe animals bad smoked 100,000 
cigarettes a day. Wbea tbe experiment ended, the 
researchers had dead rabbits with dhly ears. 

To this day, a quaitereentury after anti-cigarette 
research began In earnest, a sdentiflcally req)ectable 
animal study has yet to demonstrate even the minimal 
"proof' adduced as to sacdiarln, formalddiyde and 



cyclamates. The evidence of causality Is still statistical 
evidence. 

Statistics arc facts, but when that has been said a vast 
deal remains to be said. For facts come Ui all colors, sizes, 
shapes and weights. It Is a fact, let us agree, that "x" 
number of persons die of cancer. Very well. How factual Is 
that fact? The tobacco people point out correctly that sudi 
facts are derived historically from death certificates, and 
death certificates are historically Inaccurate. 

Much of the evidence cited hi this week's report from 
the Surgeon-General Is cast In terms of mortality data. 
Cancer victims are posthumously classified. An "x" 
percentage were smokers; a much lower "y" percentage 
were non-smokers. Very well. Those are facts. But how 
factual are these facts? What about ttie prototype dead 
smoker? When did be start atooWng? What brands? How 
. did be Inhale? Where did belive at different ages in his 
life? What were his occupations? 

Some of tbe statistics serve to puzzle, not to prove. ^ 
Between IMS and 1971, tbe rate of cancer of the pharynx 
went down as to white males, up as to non-white males. 



Tbe rale of bladder cancer went up for men, down for 
women. Cancers of tbe esoi^gus went up for non-whites, 
down for whites. How come? If cigarettes were 
carcioogens as surely as cyanides are poison, every 
person vrbo smokes would come down with cancer. But 
this Is not so. Some heavy smokers 11 ve to tbelr 908 and die 
not of cancer, but of boredom. How come? We don't know 
bow come. 

Cancer may be caused by dements in tbe ah- we 
breathe, the food we eat, tbe clothes we wear. The high 
incidence of cancer among heavy smokers may be 
explained not by the chemistry of nicotine but by the 
personality of tbe individual. Maybe heavy smokers are 
more susceptible to stress, and maybe the stress triggers 
can ce r. . 

I don't mean to cballenge tbe persuasive nature of the

hi Tboreau's dish of milk. But to assert, as tbe 
Surgeon-Goieral asserts, that tobacco te a "major cause" 
of cancer Is to put more weight on statistical scaffolds 
Uian tbe structures were meant to bear.

Kennedy raps

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Survivors 
of the Jaunary Air Florida crash that 
killed 78 people are amonfi the firsl 
witnesses the National Trans- 
portation Safety Board will call 
Monday when it opens a flvc-day 
hearing Into the traged)|. 

The board, In Its exhaustive In- 
vestigation of the crash, has 46 wit- 
nesses it wants to question. It Is not 
: expected to Issue a report on the 
accident for several months. 

Witnesses No. 2 through. S.are the 
five survivors, starting with stew- 
ardess Kelly Duncan, the only crew 
imembec to survive. The first witness 
;;is to be Rudolph Kapuslln, the safety 
board's Investigator In charge of .the 
case. 

ThVafcly board will be examining 
every Ispect of the disaster, from the 
time spent waiting for takeoff to the 
rescue operations for the first malor 
U.S. airilne disaster In more than two 
years. 

But It Is expected to pay particular 
attention to testimony about d^icing 
procedures and the airplane's per- 
formance capabilities, said board 
member Francis McAdams, who is 
prcsldlngover the board of Inquiry.

Seconds later. It skimmcin the 
commuler-clogged 14Ui Street BrJdRe 
and plunged Into the frozen riV^r. 
Seventy-four aboard the plane — in- 
cluding the pilot and co-pilot - were 
killed, along with four person on the 
bridge. 

There were five survivors, all of 
whom have been called as witnesses. 
Two, Joseph Stilcy and Priscllla 
Tlrado — may not be able to testify 
because of their injuries, Mrs. Tlrado, 
whose husband and Infant son 
perished In the crash, was still hospi- 
talized Saturday. Other survivors 
were Burt Hamilton and Patricia 
Felch. 

Within hours of the crash, the In- 
vestigation began focusing on 
whether Flight 90 may have taken off 
with too much Ice and snow on lis 
wings. A heavy Ice buildup can 
drastically affect the flow of air 
around the wings, which Is what keeps 
a plane airborne. 

Investigators found the last de-lcing 
of the plane may have been done as 
much as 49 minutes before the 
doomed takeoff. 

McAdams said In an Inlcrview cvi- 
dence collected In the weeks since the 
crash has re-afflrmed the need to 
focus hard both on de-lcinfi pro- 



cedures and on aircraft performance. 

"Insofar as the de-Icing operation, 
we're r^olng to explore that In depth," 
he said. C~' 

Six wltncssosJiavc been called from 
American Alrilntt, which dc-iccs Air 
Florida Jets at Natlonar, along with 
two from Unloln_jCarblne, which 
makes the elhlcne glycol product used 
in dc-iclng planes; the manufacturer 
of the dc-icing machine; and mainte- 
nance representatives from Air 
Florida and Boeing. Several pilots 
who saw the plane taxi and takeoff 
also have been called. 

The board, which checks virtually 
anything that may have played a role 
In the accident, also will examine the 
performance characteristics of the 
7117 under the conditions in which It 
took off. 

"We will try to determine what the 
airplane should have done rather than 
flying into the bridge," McAdams 
said. 

Investigators found two Boeing Co. 
bulletins on procedures to follow for 
ice or snow buildup on 737 Jetliners 
that said that if "roughness" - such 
as frost and ice accumulations — 
accumulated on the front portions of 
the wings. It could affect a 737's stall 
characteristics. 

F,ngineers from Boeing; United 
Technologies, which made the plane's 



engines; and the Federal Avlotion 
Administration will testify on that 
matter. 

A transcript of the cockpit voice 
recorder showed the plane's stall 
warning system went off seconds 
after it took off. 

Other issues the hearing will cover 
with witnesses include air traffic 
control procedures; the engines' 
anti-ice system; Air Florida pilot 
training for cold-weather operations; 
rescue oiieratlons; .and airport pro-, 
ccdurcs. 

"What we're going to try to do is try 
to got all of the facts with relation to 
this accident," McAdams said. "It Is 
strlctljr'.fact-findlng."

U.S. should base security more on trade, aid: report 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Unit- 
ed States should base Jts national 
security less od military power and 
more od liberalized world trade and 
increased aid to the poorest nations, 
the Overseas Development Council 
saW Saturday. 

• In its annual volume, "U.S. Foi:eign 
Pollcy .aod the Third World — Agenda 
1382," the private, tun-profit group 
said the United States is not con- 
tributing its share o[ development aid 
In proportion to Its wealth. 
.Fonncr defense secretary and 



World Bank President Robert 
McNamara, who I'ecently became the 
council's chairman, said 'military 
power alone Is Inadequate to guaran- 
tee U.S. security and said attenUon 
"must be given to alternative foreign 
policy instruments, political and eco- 
nomic." 

The report — a scries ol essays by 
Individual authors - argues that, for 
both the Soviet Union and tbe United 
States, military power has become a 
less useful policy tool in the Third 
World. 



It urges the United States to align 
Itself with Ttilrd World countries 
which do Dot want Inlerveiltion from 
either superpower — for example, by 
supporthig regional, security efforts 
and mediation of disputes by ad hoc' 
groups of Third World countries. 

The report puts heavy emphasis on 
the benefits of free Infaniationa] trade 
to both industrial 'all developing 
countries. 

The developing worid now buys 40 
percent of U.S. exporis, It sald.-and 
even though this country Is rich in 



resources It depends Increasingly on 
raw materials from many developing 
countries. 

The r^rt warned against what It 
called a "new protectionism" In in- 
dustrial countries - which takes tbe 
form not of tariffs but of a growing 
number of measures to restrict iro* 
ports, such as "orderly -marketing- 
agrcGmcnts," "voluntary" quotas, 
trigger prices and counlcrvaling 
duties. 

Developing countries slipply less 
than 3 percefR of total manufactured 



products consumed In the United 
States, the report said. But the Inex- 
pensive shoes,' clothing, household 
appliances and other goodS'thcy pro- 
vide Involve use of relatively cheap 
labor and protectionist pressures 
' against them t^rc strong, the report 
said. 

The level of U.S. government 
overseas development aid, through all 
channels. Is one of the lowest among 
Industrial countries In relation to this 
country's wealth, the report said, 

In 1980 it amounted to 0,27 percent

of thi; U.S. gross national product. 
Among the 17 Industral nations in the 
Development-Assistance Committee, 
only Switieriand, Austria, Finland : 
and Italy give less aid In proportion to 
their wealth. 

A tabic in the report shows the $7.1 
billion the U.S. government spent on 
overseas aid In 1980 was a bit less than 
Americans spent that year being 
groomed. Combined spending in 
barbcrships, beauty parlors, bath 
services and health clubs totaled $8.3 
billion. 

Development aid was six limes less 
than the $42 billion Americans spent 
on alcohol.

Former Detroit cop wins 
respect as country sheriff 



HARRISON, Mich. (UPI)"- A 
former city street cop turned country 
sheriff has won grudging respect from 
rural folk of central Michigan for fast 
footwork that lead to the capture of a 
suspect in the mass murders of a farm 
family. 

Ghazey "Gus" Aleck, a 
transplanted Detrolter of Syrian 
extraction, dispels the movies Image 
of the stereotypical rural sheriff con- 
stantly befuddled by clever outlaws. 

A. reporter for the Clare County 
Cleaver in Harrison, the county seat, 
describes him ^es a "veritable 
bulldog." For Aleck, a dark-skinned 
and stout man of S-feel 7-lnches, the 
description tits physical appearance 
as well as demeanor. 

Aleck's most trying case broke the 
night of Feb. 17, when seven members 
of a rural family were slain with a 



shotgun near their Farvcll farm 
house. Aleck methodically traced the 
killings to Robert Lee Haggart, 
estranged husband of one of the 
victims. 

Haggart was arrested the following 
day in Tennessee and charged with 
the murders of his wife, Gamctia 
Haggart, her parents, sister and three 
of her sister's chlklren. Farm families 
near the murder scene got over Jitters 
about a killer on the loose In the 
peaceful countryside. 

"I'm really impressed with the way 
the sheriff has handled the case," said 
William Shirley, a Mount Pleasant 
attorney who once represented Hag- 
gart. 

"They did a good Job," sold Farwetl 
r^tdent John Mateman. "I've had a 
tot of differences with the cops in the 
past, but they're trying to do a Job."

With supplemental requests, ihow- 
cvcr, the administration scc(::s to 
earmark a total of ,$256 million In 



military and security-related econom- 
ic aid to El Salvador In fiscal 1982. 

Similar supplements could be 
sought in 1983 to increase U.S. aid to 
El Salvador." 

The administration added another 
$SS million to the 1982 funding for EI 
Salvador last moAtb to replace air and 
other military equipment deslroyed In 
a guerrilla attack. 

In addition, it Is expected to request 
soon another $135 million In military 
and security aid for EI Salvador as 
pari of President Reagan's Caribbean 
Basin Iniriaflvc.

Recession catches up 
with South Africa 



JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
tUPI) — The world-wide recession 
finally has caught up with South 
Africa, sending gold prices plung- 
ing and ending a boom that 
brought skyrocketing growth rates 
to the whitC'rulcd African nation. 

Bullion plummeted last, year 
from a high of (601 per ounce to a 
' low orS309 and cost the country 13 - 
billion in earnings. 

"Tt)p boom years are over, at 
least for a while," said a dealer on 
the Johannesburg Stock 
' Exchange. ' 

In 0 mini-budget reminiscent of 
. tieleaguercd Western economies, 
Finance Minister Owen Horwood 
recently raised sales tax by 2S 
percent and slapped a 10 percent 
surcharge on Imports. 

Building societies announced a I 
percent Increase In morigagc 
rates, banks boosted overdraft 
' rates to 19 percent and surveys 
'•■ showed a sharp cutback In con- 
sumer spending because of the 
r^igh cost of credit. 

The Economic Research Unit at 
the University of Stellenbosch 
found that more than a tenth of tow 
and middle Income families were 
running up debts regularly. 

Inflation, which has been over 10 
percent for six years, hovered at 
13.9 percent. 

"The time lag for us to get the 
West's recession Is about 12 to 16 



months and we arc feeling It now," 
said the dealer. 

"Raw material exports are down 
and for a country like ours that 
depends on mineral and semi- 
finished goods to export that has 
quite sn impact. 

"The South African economy is a 
volatile one since It Is so heavily 
dependent-on- gold-and-lhe 
multiplying effect of gold reve- 
nues. But we are used to It." 

The economy, which soared by 8 
percent fn 1B80 and 4.5 percent In 
1981, is stltl expected to grow this 
year by up to 2 percent, a figure 
that would be the envy of many 
Western nations. 

According to the prime 
minister's office, however, a 
growth rate of 5 percent is needed 
to absorb all the new labor coming 
on to the market and the low-paid 
black population will be the 
hardest hit by the Hcipated lack 
of Jobs.

mass I -cactlon" at all costs. 

The bishops' statement also ac- 
cused authorities of attempting to 
lead -j' Oung people away from the 
chureh'i — to which about 90 percent of 
Poland's iS million people belong — 
and sti 'csscd the need for cultural and 
reiigio us freedom.

In a telephone call to Western news 
agencies, a man saying he repre- 
Sjnted the Front for the Liberation of 
^banon from Foreigners claimed 
n^ponslbllity (or the bombing. The 
mysterious ^up has claimed several 
other costly bomb attacks fn Ibe past 
year. 

' Across town, In the Christian sector 
of east Beirut, U.S. envoy Philip 
Habib' met with senior Lebanese of- 
ficials to try to shore up a precarious 
cease-fire in south Lebanon and pre- 
vent another round of warfare that 
both Israel and the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization have warned Is 
abouttoerupt. 

Security around Habib, who arrived 
Friday on his fifth Middle East shuttle 
in 10 months, was extremely tight. 
But Information about his talks was 
guarded even more tightly and Habib, 
as on previous shuttles, refused to say 
anything of substance to reporters. 

Like two of the three bombs that 
went off In West Beirut earilcr In the 
week, the latest blast appeared to be 
directed at Syrian peace-keeping 
forces, in Lebanon since 1976 when 
they came to snuff out dvil.war.

Europeans team with U.S 
to put laboratory into space

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla.(UPI)- 
Sclentists from America and Europe 
have teamed to send a $1 blliioa 
' laboratory '. into" space next year, 
enabling them to conduct dozens of 
experiments not possible In Earth's 
'atmosphere. 

The lab 18 called Spacelab, fl 13-foot 
diameter cylhider that will be boused 
In the cargo section of America's 
space shuttle Columbia. 

So far, four missions arc planned 
for the Europcan-bullt laboratory, 
Including two to determine the effect 
of the lack of gravity on animals. 
, ,/Hlchael Saunder, director of the 
' Spacelab flight division of the Na- 
llonal Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
^ mlnstratlon, said the (Irst Spacelab 
-"mission is set for September 1983. 
"Thrtx other flights are schedul«^ by 
the end of 1385. 
"The first one will be the most 
'."CoAiplex^f the menu," said Saunder. 
"It we'gct through the tlrst, we. will 
get through any mission, I am told. 
It's going to be a real challenge.''^ 
_5,*i7he first mission calls for the labo- 
yJRlory'tb"j^na seven days fn"spac«; 
Mvbere scientists will conduct' 
Swperiments In astronomy, solar 
EttQ'sics, Earth observations, space 
"plasma physics and life science. 



One American and one European 
scientist will fly on the mission along 
with the commander and pilot oj the 
shuttle and two NASA astronauts 
called mission q>eciallsts. 

On the Uih^ mission, scientists hope 
to send four squirrel monkeys and 24 
rats into space to determlneJiow the 
animals will live away from gravity. 

After the four Initial flights, Ameri- 
can 'scientists plan a mbced cargo 
mission where civilian customers can 
pay for use of Spacelab to, cooduct. 
their own experiments. 

"This is the largest cooperative 
space project ever undertaken," said 
Vice President George Bush, who 
unveiled the laboratory at the Ken- 
nedy Space Center in February. 

"Spacelab represents a bond, not 
Just of transatlantic cooperation and 
friendship, but of a cooperation and 
friendship that will extend even 
beyond the Earth, into the heavens." 

The iaboratoiy, designed and built 
by the European Space Agency,' con- 
sists of a cylindrical pressurized 
module_and an.unprcs8uriied plat* 
fornTln which scientists — known as 
payload' specialists - will work on 
experiments requiring direct 
exposure to space. The lab will re- 
main In the shuttle's cargo hold at all 



times, exposed to space through the 
hold's open doors. 

ESA and the Marshall Space Flight 
Center In Huntsvllle, Ala., will 
manage the first Spacelab mission. 
Mars^ wUI oversee the other three 
test missions, which are NASA only. 

Under the program, NASA Is re- 
ceiving free an engineering model and 
a complete flight version of the labo- 
ratory, associated ground support 
equipment and some computer 
-Software. 

NASA is buying a second Spacelab 
night unit for about (300 million and 
may buy some more later. 

"Spacelab wiU help us to discover 
the earth," said Michel Bl^er, 
director of Space Transportation 
Systems of ESA. "It Witt open up new 
prospects In the fields of fundamental 
applied research and will also pre- 
pare tomorrow's space techniques. ' ' 

"Spacelab has been built for 
peace," added Dr. Johannes Ortncr, 
chairman of the space program board 
for ESA. "It's puipose is for expert- 
jnenta andiLwlU be used as a peaceful, 
tool to scan outer space."

Space teles cope takes man 
"beyond tfie universe's edge

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Not since Galileo invented the first 
crude telescope 370 years afto has 
there been so much excited talk- 
among astronomers. 

"It will take us beyond the edge of 
the unlveree, and maybe as far back 
as the big bang Itself," said Gary 
IHechler, a spokesman for Kltt Peak 
National Observatory near Tucson, 
Ariz. "The impact won't Just be scien- 
tific: it will be philosophical ' and 
religious." 

"It will generate more knowledge 
about the universe. Its origin, evolu- 
tion and energy processes than has 
been accumulated In all' the years 
since the I7th century," predicted 
James Haggcrty, associate editor of 
Aerospace magazine. 

The object of all this breathless 
speculation is the space telescope, an 
unmanned observatory that will be 
launched Into orbit aboard the space 
shuttle In 1985. 

From a vantage point 310 miles 
above the Earth, the 12-ton instru- 
ment will gaze seven times farther 
than the Mount Palomar observatory 
in California. It will scan a volume of 
space 350 times greater than any 
Earth-based telescope, picking out 
galaxies and quasars 50 times fainter 
than anything astronomers have seen 
before. 

On a clear day — and there are only 
clear days In space — the telescope 
win be able to see, if not forever, far 
enough to reveal planets whirling 
~^v,«x>und distant stars, or remote 
pbckels of the universe where stars 
anc dying and being bom. 

/The $750 million telescope Is so 
p«werfu] thai It will act as a time 
niachlDc, allowing us to witness 
celestial events that would otherwise 
take billions of years to reach our 
plant. 

' From our sun, for instance. It takes 
light 8>^ minutes to reach the earth. In 
one year, light travels about 6 trillion 
miles, and the nearest star to our sun 
Is four times that distance, or four 
light-years away. The Milky Way, 



which contains our solar system, 
stretches 100,000 light-years from end 
to end, 

The largest Barth>bascd telescopes 
have a range of perhaps 2 billion 
light-years, or about 12 billion trillion 
miles. But the space telescope will 
pick up galaxies 14 or 15 billion 
light-years away. 

Because the universe itself was only 
formed about 13 to 20 billion years 
ago. some astronomers believe it will 
be possible to look back In time to the 
so-called big bang, an ancient 
explosion that spewed gaseous debris 
across the universe, which eventually 
condensed to form stars. 

By intercepting light that is still - 
speeding toward us through space, the 
telescope might detect remnants of 
this explosion. Or it may find evidence 
of another theory that belter explains 
the origin of pie cosmos. 

At a non-descript factory In Dan- 
bury, Conn., the miraculous telescope 
is already taking shape. The main 
ring, a l.OOOiMund circle of titanium 
that will house the telescope's 
4)rimary mirror. Is finished. The 
mirror Itself, polished within one* 
mlilionlh of an hich of perfection, Is 
ready. \ 

go, the space tele- 
fiCOpc^'TsJmat-.ttja' '"^fSe. U will 
measure 43 feel lon^and 14 feet in 
diameter, with a mlrrtir 94 Inches in 
diameter — less than hUf the size of 
the main mirror on yhe Mount 
Palomar observatory. 

Unlike Earth-based tdl<^copes, 
which are clouded by the shitting 
density of the Earth's atmosphere, 
tbe space telescope will operate free 
of distortion. Images beamed back 
from space, relayed by satellite to 
NASA's Goddard Space Flight Center 
In Grecnbclt, Md., will be 10 times 
crlspcr and sharper. 

Blinded by daylight and bad 
weather, the best Earth-bound tele- 
scopes seldom log more than 2,000 
hours of observation In a year. With 
the space telescope, astronomers are 
hoping for 5,000 viewing hours annu- 
ally for up to 10 oriSyears. 

Aimed by precision gyroscopes, the 
telescope can be pointed with pinpoint 
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accuracy. It will be shielded by a 
metal lid that clamps shut during 
meteor ' showers, and powered by 
solar electric. cells arrayed on two' 
wing-like panels. 

Hundreds of tiny light detectors, 
located at the base of the telescope, 
will translate the Incoming light into ■ 
digital- radio signal. Grounc equip- 
ment at Goddard will convert the 
signal Into twtKllmenslonal pictures, 
based on how much light each de- 
tectorsensor is receiving. 

Other instruments'^wlll record 
wave-lengths of Infrared and ultravio- 
let ll^t not visible to the human eye, 
bands of the q>ectrum almost entirely . 
filtered out by our atmoqihere. 

After being cast adrin by tbe shut' 
tie, the space telescope will remain Id 
orbit five years before being ferried 
back to Earth for an overhaul. If \\ 
breaks down before that time, shuttl^ 
astronauts can service It In space. 

The telescope should be on line b-j 
the time Halley's comet appears in 
1986, making its once*ln'a*llfetime 
pass through our end of the solar 
system. '-J 

But the greatest expectation shared 
by most astronomers la that tb^ 
telescope will spot planets clrellng 
distant stars. According to a recent 
report by the National Scienpt 
Foundation, there are perhaps M 
stars within 30 light years of Earth. If 
they have large planets of their own, 
they should be within viewing range of 
the telescope. 

Use of the telescope will be coordi- 
nated by a newly created Space Tele^ 
scope Institute at Johns Hopkins Unl- 
vcsity, in Baltimore. Instead of 
randomly scanning the heavens for 
something Interesting, the orbiting 
eye will serve as a "big gun" to 
Investigate phenomena sighted by 
Earth-based telescopes. 

Forty-five scientists ha« been 
selected by NASA to p^lclpate In the 
design and early <^)eiWonal phased 
of the telescope. Requests to use tti^ 
telescope arc already trickling hi 
from all over tbe worid. 

"The line is forming," Mechler 
said. "I'm sure some scientists would 
die to get a chance at using the 
telescope." _ 

Astronomers at Johns Hopkins' 
believe the telescope will be able to 
handle perhaps 200 research pro- 
posals — a fraction of the 800 pro-' 
posals they expect to receive every, 
year. 

"It's such a precious commodity 
that not everyone will get to use It,"- 
said Dr. Barry Lasker, astronomer at 
Johns Hopkins and manager of 
guidestar selection service for the 
telescope. "The proposals we're get- 
ting now won't be submitted for peer 
review until 19S3," 

In coming yean the space telescope 
will share the sky with a fleet of 
smaller observatories. One small 
telescope, the Latematlonal Ultravio- 
let Explore, is already In orbit as a; 
Joint venture between NASA and the 
European Space Agency.

Locally, the wild cards are the Kellwood Co. hosiery 
plant, vacant since the summer, of 1980, and (he bare 
ground for an Industrial park purchased by the Twin Falls 
Chamber of Commeree last year. 

The Kellwood plant once employed almost 400 people. 
The chamber's Industrial site Is designed to lure new 
manufacturers (o the area with generous sale terms. If 
the Kellwood plant or a piece of the industrial park is sold, 
the Jobs created by (he new employer — even the 
anticipation of new Jobs — could spur the area economy, 
whatever the trends tn agriculture or (he national 
economy. 

Recently, hopes have been high that a buyer for 
Kellwood has been found, says Doug Vollmer, a real- 
estate broker and 'the president of the Twin Falls 
Chamber of Commerce. Interest has also been shown In 
the Industrial site, he says. 

"The Interest is there. Everybody feels (hings are going 
to ease," Vollmer says. "They are sitting on the edge of 
their chair ready to produce. We've got local business 
hero wanting to expand that has been stifled in the last 
tew years by the excess cost of money." 

Another wild Card could determine whether the cost of 
' money does ea*e. ' 

Most 1982 economic forecasts were made beforc Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan unveiled his budget proposal for the 
next fiscal year. His proposal contained an estimated 
$91.5 billion deficit.

' "I think 1982 will be a great year. There still 
seem to be people who want to buy the things we 
oCfer, ' ' says appliance dealer Mel Quale. 

Quale says, however, (hat some of his cus- 
tomers probably are buying home video re- 
corders because they can't affort to (ravel as 
much and want to get more out of their 
television viewing. 

■"If farm prices go up, we'll have a tremen- 
dous year. I don't think we've ever seen a bad 



year in the Magic Valley," says Emmelt 
Harrison, the general manager of Thelsen 
Motors. 

If not a bad year, neither was 1981 a 
tremendous year. 

Sales-tax figures compiled by ttie State Tax 
Commission show that Twin Falls County had a 
7.7 percent Increase In total sales for the fiscal 
yeai< ending last Julyl. 

The jiatlonal Consumer Price Index for (he 
same period rose nearly 11 percent, indicating 
retail sales volume rose less than (he price of 
the merchandise. 

Sales of new and used automobiles rose only i 
percent during the period, according to the Tax 
Commission. Clothing sales Increased I7 per- 
cent. Furniture and appliances were 4 
percent. 



Construction and building trades were down 
, 25 percent, although sales of building mttsrials 
to do-it-yourselfers rose slightly. 

"It wasn't one of our better years. In fact, II 
was one of the worst In the last seven or eight 
years," says Bob Lasslter, the manager of the 
Twin Falls Voico bulldtng-supply outlet. 

Lasslter says building-supply slores will have 
(o limp along undl Interest rates come down - 
probably not before 1983. 

Tax Commission figures tor October through 
December were slightly more encouraging for 
automobile dealers, showing gains of 10 percent 
over the same period the previous year. 
Furniture stores also shoved modest gains, 
although appliance sales were down 3 percent 
from the fourth quarter In 1980. 

Furniture and appliance dealers were hurt in 



October, when most finance companies slopped 
purchasing sales contracts from retailers. 

Vic Bozzuto of Bozzuto's Furniture of 
Shoshone snys he had to turn away some 
business from prospective new customers, and 
he wound up offering his own financing to 
complete some sales to established customers. 

"we're Just holding our own right now. no( 
buying as much merchandise, bu( trying to keep 
a selection," Bozzuto says.

Crop outlook offers little encouragement

TWIN FALLS - Farmers hoping for 
an Indication of what to plant this spring 
haven't had much encouragement from 
the experts. 

Overproduction threatens all three of 
the valley's main cash cn^, and no 
expansion is foreseen in contract crops, 
such as sugar beets, Iwley and garden 
seeds. 

"It could come down to a choice 
between raising $14 to $15 beans or $3 

wheat," says Keith Shark, the commodi- 
ties manager for Rangeo Inc. IdBuhl. 

The annual Northwest Agricultural 
Situation and Outlook, published In 
January by the University of Idaho, 
Washbgton State University and Oregon 
State UnlversKy, said dry .bean prices 
would depend on how successful Mexico 
Is in meeting its goal to produce 1.1 
million tons. 

Devaluation of the peso, which Is worth 
only about a third what it was two years 
ago, will make American beans more 
expensive even If prices here are down by 
half. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture is 
projecting total sales of 365 mllUon bush- 
els of white wheat In the 196041 market- 
ing year, leaving a carry-over of 67 
mUlloa bushels. 



Meanwhile, the latest planting- 
intentions report from the U.S. Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Servltc shows siz- 
able increases In spring wheat. 

Lower Interest rates and a weaker 
dollar would be the best news for the 
nation's agricultural export market, ac- 
cording to Twin Falls commodities 
broker Alex Sinclair. 

"Our high interest rales are attracting 
money from all over the world. That's 
inflating (he value of the dollar, when it 
(the dollar) should be rellcctlng trade," - 
Sinclair says. 

Of the three main cash cn^s. only 
potatoes have remained relatively stable 
In price. But that crop also Is among the 
most subject to overproduction. 

"Unless seed prices go out of sight, I 
think you'll see quite a few potatoes this 
year," says Dennls'Herbold, the presi- 
dent of the Max Herbold Inc. potato 
storage and shipping firm In Rupert. 

Costs of electric power and fertilizer, 
and the availability of certified seed 
potatoes could affect the number of acres 
planted in ^uds, says Gordon Randall, 
the executive dh^tor of the Idaho Potato 
Commission. 

Banks also might hiflucnce planting, 
Randall and Herbold say, by refusing to 
loan money on opeo-market potatoes or 
the purchase of uncertified seed If 
overproduction appears to be a problem. 

The Magic Valley could have used a 
few more > processing potatoes In 1961, 



Sinclair says. Most of the state's produc- 
tion Increases were in eastern IdalKi, 
where weather problems kept yields 
moderate and prices from dropping. 

Malting barley has proved a profitable 
crop in the Magic Valley, but the largest 
purchaser, the Adolph Coors Co., has no 
plans to increase contract acreage or 
prices substantially, according to Rich 
Grecnwalt, the Coors area manager for 
Idaho. 

The Amalgamated Sugar Co. has in- 
dicated it wlU contract for fewer acres of 
sugar beets this year. Sinclair says an 
Import duty Increase of 4 cents per pound 
would help keep the price of sugar stable, 
although beet growers should not expect 
large profits on the commodity. 

Cattle feeders can expect some relief in 
production costs, but only because grain 
prices are likely to remain low. 

"People seem to be going more to 
macaroni and cheese diets back East . . . 
with all the oeople out of work. We're 
going to have to turn that aroflnd first," 
.soys Norman Schnltker, the president of 
the Magic Valley Cattlemen's Associa- 
tion. 

Many cow-calf producers were unffle 
to sell calves profitably last summer, 
according to Wilson Gray, an agricultur- 
al economist for the University of Idaho 
Cooperative Extension Service. Conse- 
quently, many have l-year-olds to 
market, should fecdlots decide to expand 
Ihelr herds.

E)espUe low prices and higb pro- 
duction costs, winter wbeat growers 
last fall seeded a record number of 
acres for the second successive year. 
Winter wheat comprises about 
tturee-fourths of tbe annual wheat 
crop, tbe remainder of which is 
spring-planted wbeat. 

Mftny winter wheat growers in the 
Soutbmi Plains bad completed plan- 
ting before Block announced his In- 
tention to call for an acreage set-aside 
program. Details of tbe program were 
anoounced late In January. 

Winter wbeat growers have seeded 
ne^y 66.3 mlUlon acres, vp from last 
year's record 6S.8 mlUlon acres. A 
preliminary forecast last December 
by the A^cullurc Department In- 
dicates the winter wbeat crop could 
"tolal'a record 2:i28bIIll0Qbusliels. 

That's 1 percent above last year's

"I think the program will attract 
consideration by farmers. They're 
looking It over, but economic condi- 
tions will be an Important determin- 
ing factor." 

Even though winter wbeat growers 
have already seeded their ctop, they 
can still get into the program by 
setting aside 15 percent of their acres 
for hay or grazing.

Spring wheat growers could plant 
tbelr full acreage, ihen plow up 15 
percent later if they decide lo comply 
with the program. 

Schwenson recalled that In 1979, the 
last year an acreage reduction pro- 
gram was In effect, farmers were 
encouraged . to pactlcipale partly 
because of a backup program that 
would have provided federal subsidies 
In the event of' crop disaster. That 
program Is no longer In elfect, having' 



been replaced by the new federal crop 
Insurance program. 

"Benefits* availsble to farmers un- 
der, this latest set-aside program are 
not as good as they were in 1979," 
Schwenson said. 

Because of large stocks of wbeat, 
the Agriculture Department Is pro- 
jecting that this season's acreage

Prom July to January, the pace 
of American exports of wheat was at 
record levels.

Contributions to an IRA are 
deductible from gross Income. In a 
salary reduction plan, because 
money is never received by the 
employee, U never shows up on the 
W-2 form and thus escapes federal 
taxation. Likewise, there Is do 
state or local taxation of the 
amount deferred, no is there Social 
Security tax paid oo that sum by 
either the employee oremployer. 

Contributions to an IRA may not 
be exempt from state and city 
income taxes and certainly are not 
exempt from social security taxes.

— Some congressmen say they wUl not _ 
accept a deficit that large. OUiers say 
the deficit wUl be even larger under 
Reagan's proposal because his eco- 
nomic assumptions were too op- 
timistic. 

. . WaU Street, which baa been known 
to over-react, views the proposed 
' deficit as one that would prevent 
Interest rates from falling, thus 
choking off any economic recovery. 

Alex SUidalr, a TwUi FaUs com- 
modity broker, shares that dour view. 
"Interest rates control the economy," 
he says. 

For , exa"mple, high interest rates 
' have made the dollar strong on 
foreign exchange markets. But this 
creates a "Catch 22" for wheat grow- 
ers: The strong dollar makes U.S. 
wheat expensive In foreign countries. 
Meanwhile, for lack of strong export 
demand, domestic wheat prices re- 
maUilow, SUidalr says. 

Another problem, he says. Is that 
high Interest rates wUl not lid tbe 
economy of Inflatioo. Tbe loog-term 
answer to inflation Is. more efficient 
production. High Interest rates do 
nothing to encourage efficient pro- 
duction. Tbey discourage business 
from expanding or entering new 
fields, robbing the economy of Its 
vitality, he says. 

Of course, there ere other schools of 
thou^t whose spokesmen an less 
concerned about federal deficits. 

Barry Asmua; an economics pro- 
fessor at Boise State University who 
embraces supply-side economics, 
said during a recent talk In Twin Falls 
that the deficit might not be as bad as 
It looks. SUice Inflation is beUig 
brou^t under control, money that Ui 
past years was invested in gold, 
diamonds and other non-producing 
Inflation hedges, may be available in 
the money markets to help finance the 
deflclt.

Business, though slow, has not 
ground to a bait. Several dealers 
estJmste that Jt is about 25 percent 
below the sales they would expect 
following an average farm year. Also, 
bad weather may have kept sales 
from picking up as early in the winter 
asnormal. 

Normally, sales begin to increase 
around Feb. 1, says Roger Newton, 
the sales manager at Gem Equipment 
In Twhi Falls. However, because the 
ground was covered with snow, farm- 
ers did not start thinking about get- 
ting into the fields - or buying new

equipment — as they usually would, 
he says. 

At Kahn-Luclch Ford Tractor, the 
company came up with an Innovative 
financing plan to help ^ur sales 
during January. It almost was too 
successful. 

Under the plan, farmers could buy 
equipment and finance the sale at 8 
percent interest. To obtabi the low- 
cost financing, farmers sold their 
rights to deduct the equipment's de- 
preciation from their taxes. 

When the plan was introduced, it 
spurred sales to the highest level for 
early winter In the company's history, 
Luclch says. 



Unfortunately, the fbie print on the 
contracts that Luclch liad arranged 
with fbianciers meant numy pec^lel 
could not qualify for the arrangement; 
"We didn't realiie that thf/re- 
stricflons were as difficult ar^tbey 
were," he says. "We went ahead, 
possibly too gutsy. We let those deals 
pile up." 

On some sales that were made to 
buyers who did not qualify for the - 
arrangement, Luclch had to put up 
money to conclude the sale at the 
agreed-upon 8 percent. 

But now, a new source of financing 
has been found, with more liberal 
qualifications, Lucich says. 

"I've had some sleepless nights," 
he says. Now, he Is optimistic about 
the rest of the year. 

At Burk's Tractor In Twin Falls, a 
different formula has led to increased 
sales, according to Dougp^urks, 
whose father, also named Doug 
Burks, bought the dealership a little 
more than a year ago. 

"We're doing better than we were 
last year," he says. "We hired an 
extra salesman; we're covering a 
larger terrltory.-lnstcad of sitting in 
the office, salesmen are out there 
beating the bush." 

-TTwse-aalesmen-mlght- put-70,000 ■ 
mites on their pickup trucks this year 
beating the bush, the younger Burks 
says. 

"For two years we were very fortu- 
nate," says Garth Hess, the sales 
manager of Woolverton International 
in'Twin Falls: Natlobally, this Is the 
third year of low farm prices and poor 
farm-equipment sales, and no Im- 
provmement Is forecast. 

Nonetheless, Hess says, he is an 
"optimistic pessimist." 

"The only choice I've got Is to stay 
In there and keep plugging," he says. 

Woolverton has not laid off pec^le 
or reduced work weeks. "We've tried 
to tl^ten our belt, control Inventory 
better and control expenditures," 
Hess says. 

Layoffs are a last resort. "You 
spend years trying to get the quality 
of people you want in your operation. 
If you let them go, you stand the risk 
of them not coming back," Hess says. 

How long can ho keep that attitude 
If the economy doesn't improve? He 
hopes not to come to that point, but 
"we think about It every day."

Big snowpack 
should bring 
full water year

Bnowpack, If It stays up at that level, 
we should be looldng at a pretty full 
r water year," said Lyie Fuller, a 
E farmer and a member of the Salmon 
K River Canal Co.'s snow survey com- 
(: mlttee. "But we wouldn't mind a Utile 
^^morff." 

- ffae -Hollister'based company 
scjiedules a water-forecast meeting, 
rieacb^prll to apprise farmers of the 
^amount of water they can expect.. 
Members must adjust their planting 
sctiedules and acreages to match the 
projected flow.' 

Water supply figures published by 
the U.S. Soli Conservation Service 
eatlier this month Indicate that the 
N^ada tributaries to Salmon Falls 
Crpek held 33 percent more snow than 
on; Feb. 1 of an average year. 
Averages are calculated from a IS- 
yeav period between 1963 and 1977. 

However, the same report showed 
storage In Salmon Falls Reservoir to 
be 17,000 acre-feet, less than a third of 
the normal February storage of 51,600 
acre-feet. 

Fuller said the Salmon Palls Tract 
has started other years with lower 
rcswvolr levels and finished with 
ample water. 

The key, he said, will be how 
quickly the snow comes off the 
moiintahis and what portion of the 
total winds up in the reservoir, as 
oppo%d to soaking Into the terrain 
south and west of Jackpot. 

A warm rain triggering a fast melt 
might be advantageous to Salmon 
Falls farmers, but the reverse holds 
true for farmers on. the Ltttle Wood 
River system near Carey. 

There, farmers (or a slow 
run-off, extending late Into the sum- 
mer, said Boyd Stocking,, the 
watermaster for the Little-Wood ir- 
rigation system. 

The Little Wood River sits in a 
pocket that was missed by much of 
the precipitation of the past two 
months. Snow samples taken Jan, 27 
showed a moisture content of S8 



percent of normal for the drainage 
area. 

In addition, the UtUe Wood Reser- 
voir holds only about 30,000 acre-feet, 
while the system's farmers require 
80,000 4icre-feet to reach optimum 
yields. Natural stream flow, when 
available, provides the balance. 

The Soil Conservation Service pro- 
jects a stream flow of 103,000 acre-feet 
In the period from April through July, 
assuming "normal meteorological" 
conditions. 

"If things stay normal through the 
rest of the spring, I feci we'll have a 
pretty good year," Stocking said. 
Some farmers, he said, believe 
snowfall was heavier In portions of the 
dralnage'area,' at elevations above the 
sampling sites. 
_ In_general,-alHtc and fcdcral~of-- 
flcials arc well-satisfied with the 
present snowpack, and Uiey only hc^K 
the trend continues through April. 

Earl Corlcss, an Irrigation man- 
agement Hpeclallst (or the Bureaif of 
Reclamation In Burley, said the 
iiureau presently is making plans to 
lower some reservoira.to make room 
' forflood waters this spiHng. , 

A statistical chart clrawn from more 
than 50. years experience In managing 
spring run-off tells officials when to 
begin releasing water. In addition, the 
bureau is plugged into a new regional 
computer system that gives Instanta- 
neous readings on water content in 40 
regional snow courses, river gauges..! 
and reservoirs. 

The syistem. called "Hydromot," 
helped bureau officials avert serious 
flooding at construction sites for two 
Idaho Falls hydroelectric plants dur- 
ing heavy rains last June. 

"Hydromet told us early on that the 
streams .were beginning to run, 
cnablUig us to give the contractor 
about two days' notice," Coriesssald. 

The same system helps officials 
assure that no more water will be 
released than necessary, he said. 

Snow cover on the Upper Snake 
basin was 132 percent o( normal on 
Feb. 1, according to SCS figures. 
Corless said bureau figures Include 
additional snow courses in Wyoming 
and place the total closer to 116 
percent of normal. 

Either estimate is good news, he 
said, if precipitation remains at or 
above normal for the remainder of the 
winter. 

Early predictions could sour 
quickly In the absence of additional 
snow, however, he added. If precipita- 
tion dropped to 50 percent of normal 
through July, water levels in the 
Upper Snake basin would drop to B9 
percent of average. 

Farmers who pump water from 
underground aquifers also should sec 
dramatic Improvements this summer 
If the snowpack remains above 
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average, said Gordon Haskctt, a 
ground-water geologist for the Bureau 
of Reclamation In Boise. 

Pumping during the past several 
years dropped well levels south of 
Murtaugh by ISO feet fn places. The 
state Department of Water Resources 
named a new critical ground-water 
area last month. 

Several wells in the A and B Irriga- 
tion District north of Rupert also had 
to be lowered last summer. 

Some people have theorized that the 
effects of a 1977 drought first became 
evident last summer in the A and B 
project, which sits above the 200- 
mile-long Snake River Plain Aquifer. 
Research has indicated that water on 
the plain moves only a few feet a day. 

However, Haskcit said the effects of 
past wet winters were felt much more . 
quickly than aquifer models pre- 
dicted. Wei] levels dropped in 1961 and 
1962, but they recovered within 
months after a wet winter In 1963. 

"If It's a good water year, they 
divert more onto the plain throu^ 
surfacb Irrigation; and that soaks in," 
he said. A hydraulic pressure effect 
comes into play as well. 

"It's like having a bathtub full of 
sand and water. If you dump a bucket 
of water in one end, it rises at the 
^other pretty quickly, even if those 
particular (water) molecules don't 
travel that far." 

An above average water year prob- 
ably would have no lasting effect on 



the state's eight critical ground-water 
areas, officials say, because devel- 
opment of new agricultural land ap- 
parently has exceeded the rate of 
natural recharge. 

Any surplus water that passes 
Mllner Dam will Improve the 
electrical supply picture of Idaho 
Power Co., requiring that less power 
be purchased from outside the region 
during periods of peak usage, a^ 
cording to P.K. Barron, the manager 
ofpoweroperatlons. 

However, It requires "a really 
banner year" before the company 
sees a substantial difference in the 
amount of hydroelectric power gen- 
erated, Barron said. 

In a normal summer season, 60 
percent of the utyity's water- 
produced ' power comes from 
- Brownlee Dam, he said. 

Brownlee was within three feet of 
capacity late last week. Bonneville 
Power Administration officials asked 
the company a week ago to reduce 
water releases fn4m effort to control 
flooding In the Portland-Vancouver 
area near the mouth of the Columbia 
River. 

BPA agreed to supply whatever 
electricity was needed during the 
flood-control effort in exchange for 
power later in the year.

America's banks, staving ;Ofl the 
invasion of money market funds and 
the effects of a flagging economy, 
Intend to boost their sales promotion 
budgets by 27 percent this year. 

That figure was released Thursday 
In a airvey br officfim'arM of the 
nation's I2SIarge3t banks. 

"Tbe flux In the bdustry is unlike 
anything before, with deregulation 
also meaning new products and new 
. -tactics^'-. said. Alan. ^. Elrinberg. 
marketing manager 0/ the banMng 
and fhunce division of Chicago's 
Flair Communications Agency, which 
conducted the telephone survey. 

Eighty percent of the banks re- 
sponding to the survey said they have 
sales promotion budgets, averaging 
about $250,000 annually at each bank, 
which are separate from their regular 
advertising budgets.' " 

Sales promotion, not a conventional 
term In the usually staid world of 



banking, involves areas such as direct 
mall, telephone soliciting and lobby 
''displays. 

"Nine out of 10 bank officers ques- 
tioned said they thought the relative 
importance of sales promotion io the 
bank marketing mix will Increase 
and, among those who made a choice, 
sales promotion was more effective' 
than media advertishig," Ehinberg 

said, 

About half of those questioned said 
they have In-house sales promotion 
managers, while almost every one of 
the banks that responded they didn't' 
have them said they had absolutely no" 
'plans to add them. In non-bank busi'' 
nesses, sales promotion outstrips 
conventional media advertising,' 
Elrinberg said. 

"A major problem Is that so many 
institutions just' don't understand 
what sales promotion Is," Elrinberg 
said. "The role has to be clarified anff, 
when both sales promotion efforts and 
advertising exist, an attempt must be 
made to make sure they don't overlap 
or bump Into each other's efforts."

TWIN FALLS - Les Ctiarilon 
expects to make a profit building 
homes this year. 

This Is a remarkable statement, 
considering that the home building 
Industry is In its worst slump since the 
Depression. 

In the last three years, the housing 
Industry — and home builders In 
particular — have suffered the slings 
and arrows of record-high Interest 
rates and rates that have stayed high 
longer than ever before. 
V During that time, there have been 
many predictions of a real-estate 
market recovery. But those predic- 
tions have been pushed back each 
time. 

Even now, seers say the first signs 
of improvement won't be visible unti. 
about the middle of this year. It could 
be the end of this year, or perhaps 
1983, before anythhig resembling a 
recovery begins in the housing in- 
dustry r they say. 

The unemployment rale for home 
builders has been among the highest 
for workers in any Industry. There 
has been-a mass exodus of builders 
from the trade, and It's not over yet. 
The National Association of Home 
Builders predicts 200,000 more con- 
struction workers may lose their jobs 



beforespring. 

The Home. Builders Association, 
along with most of the real-estate 
Industry, supports President Ronald 
Reagan and his- economic policies, 
Charlton says. However, many Home 
Builders Association officials worry 
that Ihe current crop of builders will 
not be able to slay In business until a 
Reagan-engineered recovery begins. 

Chariton, though optimistic he will 
survive until then, says this will be a 
difficult year. And, for now, he Is just 
"keeping the wolves from the door." 

For a home builder hi the Id&Os, that 
Is a mark of success. II Chariton can 
continue this success and remain in 
business until June 1383, he Is In line to 
become president 0' the Idaho 
Association of Home Builders. 

He would be the head of an associa- 
tion with about 1,100 members, the 
lowest number In three or four years. 
' i:ut the slate and national associa- 
tions remain important, Chariton 
says, 

"Of the things that have helped me 
stay In business, 1 put the National 
Association of Home Builders right up 
there No. l and 2," says the Twin 
Falls-based builder. "The ideas I've 
gained more than made up for the 
little bltof dues I've paid." 

The byword at the association these 
days Is "affordable housing," 
Charlton says. 

The old equations In the housing 



Industry say that 2 million new homes 
must be built each year to keep up 
with demand. Since housing starts 
have been held to about half that 
level, pent updemand should lead to a 
real-estate boom when hiterest rates 
recede, the reasoning goes. 

That Is the kind of tbhiklng that will 
put builders out of business, Chariton 
says. 

"If you think this building market Is 
returning to what It was, you're 
dreaming," he says. That market was 
built with a plentiful supply of low* 
Interest mortgage money, which may 
have become a relic of the past. 

As Chariton describes it, the new- 
style affordable home will cost about 
$35,000 to $45,000. It wUl be smaller, 
but It won't feel much smaller. It 
might have a "great roomi'.' serving 
as a combination family, dining and 
living room. 

This will not be a bare-bones home. 
The kitchens will be small, but with 
most of the usual amenities. "You can 
doll up a kitchen for »,000," Chariton 
says. Over the 30-year financing Ilfeof 
the house, even at 13 percent Interest, 
that adds only a few dollars a month 
to the payments. 

Most of all, the design of the house 
win make every square foot count, he 
says. With current building coSIs at 
$40 to $50 per square foot, eliminating 
a long hallway between rooms could 
save 100 square feet and several

But even this affordable house will 
remain beyond the reach of most 
buyers until mortgage rates declhie, 
Charlton says. And until that happens, - 
he will continue trying to make his 
living remodeling homes, as he has 
tried for about thelasl year. 

He formed a corporation, C and H 
Building and Development, to con- 
centrate on getting some of those 
remodeling Jobs. His partners In the 
corporation are his fBthe^hl•law, 
George Haney Jr., and brothe^in- 
law, George Haney III. 

His fatherln'Iaw Is the broker and 
owner of Twin Falls Century 21 Real- 
ty; tie handles marketing for the 
company. His brother-in-law is the 
salesman; be does much of the 
paperwork and legwork.

■ The current administration released tbe study 
routinely and without comment. EoUtled "Ttie 
Effects of Tax Policy on Agriculture," it was 
written by Cbaries Daveoport, a Rutgers Uoiversl- 
ty law professor, Mldiael Bodille, an Iowa State 
Unlveralty economic piofessor, and David B. H. 
Martin, a WasblngUm lawyer. 

Tbe autbuB said tbe study did not attempt to 
compare agriculture to tbe iest of tbe economy so It 
•was (mpossibte to evaluate effects of tax pedicles on 
tbe flow of Investment funds to or from agriculture. 

In addition, they aclmowledgod that some people 
believe tax policy has only reinforced traids 
toward bigness in agriculture. 

"In tbelr'vlew, technology, export marltets, 
readily available credit, crop subsidies, cheap 
, energy, InflatloO' and other factors have had a 



much stronger Influence on tbe structure of 
agriculture than tax pdlcy has had," the report 
said. 

Tbe autbon said tbm was no way to determine 
whether an entirely different tax system would 
have bad little Impact on duuiges In tbe farm 
sector or If tax policy has played an extremely 
imDortant rale In tbose trends. 

TbiB. tb^ concluded tax policy has affected 
trends but Uwy did not quantify that impact. 

Tbe study was based on analysis of tbe federal 
tax code before enactment of last year's major tax 
revisions, but makes a few conclusions about Uw 
new law. Tbe UBl tax bill provides estate tax relief 
for owners of moderate-slitd farms who found it 
difficult to Iransfv tbelr farms to the next genera- 
tion, it said. 

If agriculture received less favoritism from tax 
taws, "land pitces^wnuld. undoubtedly boJower," 
the study concluded.

The National Milk Producers Fed- 
eration's board, which has more than 
120 members, gathers In Washington 
Tuesday to discuss two proposals. 

The first is a price stabilization 
program that would be ruii.by dairy 
producers. The second is a national 
promotion program, paid for by dairy 
producers, to stimulate demand for 
dry milk, cheese and butter the gov- 
ernment buys to prop up the price of 
milk. 

The price stabilization concept has 
received a unanimous endorsement 
Jrom the board of the Associated Milk 



Producers Inc. of San Antonlb, Texas, 
the mitloo's largest dairy cooperative 
with 32,000 members hi 20 states. 

"The current political and fiscal 
.climates make it absolutely vital that 
we explore new apprpacbes to the 
economic crisis we d6w lace," said 
Irvin Elkin, an Amery, Wis., dairy 
fanner who is president of the power- 
ful dah7 co(^;>erative. 

"Without taking this InlUative, 
we're left opea to much less accept- 
able administration solutions that 
appear to center almost exclusively 
on budset considerations," he said. 



Because dairy farmers continue to- 
produce a surplus, the price support 
program faces its most serious 
chaiiesge ever, EIUd said. 

Poor economic times hi other parts 
of a^culture pushed too much capi- 
tal hito Uie dah7 bushiess, maUng 
surpluses higher than politically ac- 
ceptablele 'elSiElklnsald. 

Under U.i plan,_fanDen would 
manage pnvtucUon wltli an allbciatidn " 
of shares uf the domestic market 
among hidividual producers. The 
remainder of their production would 
be sold at lower prices to compete In 
tl)eworId: larket. 

Farmers v/ould establish a dairy 
board responsible for disposal of 
dairy produrts in excess of domestic 
neecu. The board would be charged 
.with fUidlng foreign markets. 

The government's Commodity 
Credit Coip. would still buy dairy 
products to insure price stability, to 
— providB-producls for acbooLlunchea— 
and other nutrition progranu and to 
offset importsot dairy products. 

The program would requhre legisla- 
tion and approval of a majority of 
' dairy farmers in a national referen- 
dum. 

An AMPI spokesman said be hoped 
Congress could act quickly enough to 
hold a referendum before the beginn- 
ing of the next fiscal year. 

But the Industry faces a tough Job of 
sellhig the concetto dairy producers, 
to an admhilstratioo committed to 
free-market agriculture and to a 
Congress concerned with keeping 
consumer prices low. 




Sanitation complaints increase 



BOISE (UPI) - An Idaho. 
Agriculture Department memoran- 
dum says state officials have received 
"a number of complaints" about fed- 
eral sanitation and health violations 
by Idaho meat processors. 

The newspaper said complaints 
outlhied In the memo included claims 
of retailers lacing meat with additives 
to make it appear to be of higher 
quality, mobUe butchers operating 
unrefrigerated units — which Invites 
contamination - aijd meat haulers 
falling to cany butchered carcasses 
separate from entrails. 

The number of complaints and the 
amount of meat involved were not 



-revealed by state officials, the news- 
paper said. 

Lane JollUfe, chief of the sUte 
Agriculture Department's Bureau of 
Compliance and Evaluation, said the 
complaints began coming in last jear ' 
after the Legislature decided not to ■ 
fund Idaho's (600,000 share of the 
state meat Inspection program. 

In July, meat inspection in Idaho 
was turned over to a single federal 
compliance officer, whose territory 
includes parts of several other 
Western states. Under the former 
Idaho program, five compliance of- 
ficers performed inspections around 
the state, Jolllffe said. 



Problems also have surfaced 
because federal regulations are not as 
strict as Idaho law — and do not 
specifically cover mobile butchers, he 
said. 

"I think all of us at the regulatory 
level had reservations about certain 
areas of the federal program," 
Jolllffe wrote last mionth in the memo, 
which was sent to James A. Croft, 
administrator of the Division of Agrl* 
cultural Inspections. 

"The complaints do not appear to be 
confined to any spclfic area of the 
state, but they are rather gener- 
alized," be added. "They also seem to 
run the gamut as far as variety."

"I'm happy to see the activity — it's 
been a long, dry spell," be saf d. "Now

But there are problems. 

So little exploratloa for fossil fuels 
has been done in the region that 
researchers simply don't know much . 
about what may or may not lie below 
the upper crust of Oregon, Idaho and* 



In addition, guesses concerning 
possible locations encompass a sur- . 
prlslngiy large area. 

Shell Oil Co.'s Yakima Basin dril- 
ling operations in Central 
Washington, for example, set off a 
chahi reaction of mineral rights leas- 
ing activity that spread south over a 
broad band Into SouUiem Oregon's 
Harney County. 

. With shout 788 boles drilled alnee 
the turn of the century, a map of 
exploration sites of the region looks 
like a slice of Swiss cheese, with the 
bulk of the most recent boles centered 
near Pocatello, Idaho; In the oU-rich 
OverthrustBelt. 

More boles wUl be drilled, ahd In the 
last six years, oil companies have 
hivested an estimated $150 million In 
exploration In the stale's overlhursl 
area, officials said.

DENVER (UPI). - Petroleum 
Information Corp. says a record 
7,678 nil and gas wells were com- 
pleted in the 11-stale Rocky 
Mountain region In 1981 . - 
- — It was tlie"fourth Btralght'year 
for record drillUig activity. 

Colorado led the mountain states 
with 1,772 completions and was the 
only regional state to rank among 
the toif 10 nationally. 

Wyoming was second with 1,724 
completions, followed by New 
Mexico 1,227^ Montana 1,111, North 
Dakota 760, Nebraska H3. Utah 
426, South Dakota 82, Nevada 21. 
Arizona 7 and Idaho 5. Pi's Rocky 
Mountain Re^oo Includes the 25 
westernmost counties of Nebraska 
and II Dortbem counties of New 
Mexico. 



PI said the Overthrust Belt of 
southwestern Wyoming and 
northeastern Utah continued to be 
a focal point of exploration activi- 
ty, accounting for more than lOO 
million barrels of proven oU re- 
serves and 10 trillion cubic feet of 
gas.. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
estimated the Overtbnist Belt 
contained up to 13.3 billion barrels 
q(- undiscovered recoverable oil 
and up to 105 trillion cubic-feet of 
undlsovered recoverable gas.

The average 
well depth was 6,099 feet, but the 
number of deep wells, drilled to 
15,000 feet or more, Increased from 
44 In 1980 to 61 last year.

"We're pioneering out there," said 
James Dlckerson, the firm's vice 
president. ' . 

Despite tbe losses, tbe rewards may 
he large, be said, adding that 
overthrust reserves OHiId "rival and 
compare with" the huge oil and gas 
resources of Alaska. 

"There have been shows (measur- 
able quantlttes of fuel) at some of 
these weHa^we're still Interested, 
very definitely," be said. Major de- 
posits aie at depth. It's Just a matter 
of finding them." 

Dennis Oimstead, Oregon's state 
petroleum engineer, agrees with 
Dlckerson. 

"What we've seen over the years 
have been a lot of balfbeaited ef- 
forts," Oimstead said. "Statistically, 
250 boles (drilled Ui Oregon) really 
don't constitute a good Job of looking. 

"In Western Oregon the marlDe 
sediments are very similar to those in 
other oil-bearing places," he said. Tbe 
Mist well$ (prtxtuchig about. 113 
million' worth of natural gas per year, 
with production of 21 milUon cubic 
feet per day) show that present explo- 
ration techniques can find oU and 
natural gas hi Oregon." 

The success of deep wells in por- 
tions of the^'^-rocky Mountain 
Overthrust Belt has given rise to 
interest in the similar geology of tbe 
Columbia Basin, be said.

Nevada, Arizona and New Mexico 
portion has an estimated 3.6 billion 
barrels of oil and 13 trlllloh cubic feet 
of gas, PI said. 

Most of the exploration activity so 
far has been in the Idaho-Wyoming- 
Utah portion of the Overtbnist, PI 
said. The firm said 327 welts were 
completed last year hi five southwest- 
ern Wyoming counties, four 
southeastern Idaho counlics and in 
Utah's Summit County."

TWIN FALLS — Ranchers rode to the defense of 
of the Bureau of Land Management during a 
hcarlngTtiursday night In Twin Falls. 

The hearing, attended by about 70 pwp\e, 
concerned a proposed grazing plan for 230,000 acres 
of federal range land, scattered south of T^Vin Falls 
and Buhl to the Nevada border. 

Some past BLM grazing plans have called for 
' large reductions In overall grazing and have 
caused bitter conlroversy between ranchers and 
the bureau. Biit IhU plan appeared to please most 
of the ranchers whose grazing rights would be 
.affected. 

But the plan, as described In a draft 
envlronmental'lmpact statement published last 
month, was opposed by a group of sportsmen. 



-'I represent myself as .i Kxirtsman," said 
Wayoe Crown of Buhl. The BLM proposal for 
grazing management is- "completely un- 
satlsf actoiy for any wildlife," tie said. 

The plan 1& "unfair to wUdUfe and the 
sportsman," another person testified. 

About 15 people, most of whom Introduced 
themselves as private citizens coocerned about the 
pn)ceedb)gs,gavesimilarte8Umony. 

They felt (bat BLM plans to improve the quality 
of the range for livestock grazing, and eventually 
Increase grazing, would barm tbe area's deer, 
pheasant and ottier wildlife populations. ITiey said ' 
tbe plan did not leave eoougb winter habitat for the 
wildlife. 

'Ttw wrtsmen" favored an alternative plan 



discussed. BLM proposal to reduce livestock 
grazing below current levels. 

After listening to tbe qiortsmen testify, several 
ranchers responded with off-the-cuff testimony. 

Charlotte Crockett of Hansen said she felt the 
BLM proposal was "more than fair" to ranchers 
and sportsmen. 

"I'm kind of disappointed in these people who 
call themselves sportsmen," she said. "'A person's 
livelihood and llvlngBhould outweigh pleasure." 

Another rancher said tliat fanners and ranchers 
in the area actually feed tbe wildlife with the forage 
and crops raised on tbclr land.

For example, ludging by numbers alone, Adams County 
might be coosidered tbe safest, healthiest county la the 
state la whldi toUve.

Vall^ Oounty bad 'be 
highest death rate— 1,015.8 deaths pei( 10O.O0O p^Hilatlon. 
The state average Is 795. ' ■ ' 



In the Magic Valley area, Gooding had ihc highest de^lh 
rate, with 887.3 per 100,000 population, while Jerome had 
the lowest -741.3. 

You can check out Idaho's number of marriages. In one 
marriage, a 15- lo 19-year-old bride married a GO- to 
64-year-old groom.

Police offer cash for tips dn felonies

"We have set tbe minimum re- 
ward figure at $100, and the 
^amount will go up from' tttere,' 
dcpendingon the seriousness of the 
crime, tbe amount of valuables 
recovered, whether or not tbe 
tipster is willing to testify In court, 
and other f actors," Klstlersays; 



Tbe Twin Fails Chamber of 
Commerce bas worked with the 
Police Department on the project, 
and It conducted Uie fund-raising 
campaign to establish the reward 
fund, according to Kistler. Busi- 
ness people, individuals and orga- 
nizations all contributed, he said, 
and will continue to fund the pro- 
gram as rewards are made. 

Chamber of Commerce officials 
worked hard to get Uie program 
started, Kistler says. One chamber 
member, Marios Peterson of 
Herrett's Manufacturing Jewelers, 
raised a large peitentage of the 
reward mooey through personal 
sollcitaUons of other roercbants. 

"We have also extended the 
program to all of Twin Palls 



County, not Just the city of Twin 
Falls," Kistler says. "Anyone who 
sees a crime committed or has 
other evidence that would lead to 
an arrest is asked to call the Twin 
Foils Police Department, so we 
can prevent duplication and keq> a 
record of the Crime Sti^pera' ac- 
tivities." 

If the crime occurs In rural 
portions of the county, Buhl, Flier, 
Klmbcrly or " """" 
Twin Falls ofUcers will pass the 
information on to those communl' 
ties. 

In the Crime Stoppers program, 
the. caller may remain anonymous 
If he or she choosy If « calUomes 
Into the Police Department during 
the day, the caller will be assigned 
a secret number, and the call will 
be forwarded to a detective. If the 
call Is after hours, tbe caller will be 
-given a number aod-asked-to call 
the detective on call at his home. 
,And luilike Crime, Stopper pro- 
grams in some other cities, Kistler 
says the reward wHl be paid after 
an arrest, rather tlian a court 
conviction. 

Sheriff James Munn says the 
county is planning full cooperation 
with the program, and It has the 
support of Twin Falls County 
Farm Bureau members. The 
chambers of commerce In Buhl 
and KImberly also are assisting; 
he says. 

Mike Dolton, the executive 
director of the Twin Falld 
Chamber of Commerce, says 
chamber members are anxious for 
this type of program to help pro- 
tect their budnesses and other 
property from crime.

' Tbe policy raversal assures that tbe 
federal government will qot bypass , 
state laws and remove water for 
which state Irrigatlba permits have 
been Issued, according to state At- 
torney General David LeRoy. 

No changes will be required In tbe 
management of tbe Sawtooth Na- 
tional Forest because of tbe pdlcy 
change, according to Gary McDevitt, 
tbe forest staff bydrologist. ■ 

McDevitt said the forest's water 
needs for stock watering, fire control 
and domestic use "axe very minute 
.compared to the amount of water 
ivoduced." 

Both Forest Service and Bureau of 
Land Management agencies In the 




Magic Valley have been applying for 
water permits, In effect complying 
with state law, said Loren Holmes, the 
regional admlnlatrator for tbe Del- 
partmentofWaterResources. 

"We Just finished processing a 
whole batcta of them, 200 or more," 
Holmes said. 

However, Ken McCluie of the At- 
tomqr General's Office said threats of 
possible ffederal contnd of Idaho's 
water stemmed from other focests In 
the state, nAere oflldals planned to 
establish minimum stream Oows for 
recreation wltbout applying to tbe 
stale. 

Tbe issue arose from a 1979 legal 
opinion issued by a former Interior 
Department official, who said the 
federal government had certain 
non-reserved rights to water that 
Hows from. public lands. 

James Watt, tbe present Interior 
Dq}artment secretaiV, reversed that 
position in September, but tbe de-

In at least one stale t}iatbas a tough new law, the law 
has met mixed reviews.

It 
requires at least two days in Jail, aS3S0 fine and a fiO-day 
license suspension for conviction. 

Maine Gov. Joseph Brennan said that the state's 
highway death toll was down during the first four months 
under the new law, but ai:rests for drunken driving 



actually increased during October. Some Maine sheriffs 
complain that the new law has lost Its teeth because 
Judges are sentoKhig people to q)eod the weekend hi Jail 
so they won't miss work. 

In Indiana, there Is a mandatory flve^y sentence for 
drunken drivers with a previous conviction. Wlscooshi, 
Texas, New Jersey and Colorado ha velncreased penal ties 
and now require attendance at treatment pro^wns. 

Califomla'a new penalty for flrst offenders requires 48 . 
hours In Jail or a OOnday license restrictkm that allows the 
person to drive only to work or to treatment centers. 

Mainland has been ahotbed of antl-drunken^Wng 
activity. Lastyear, the state lowered the legal 
blood-alcobbTumlt and set up roadblocks in some counties 
to catch drunken drivers. The push for stronger measures 
has hicreased since Ave members of a family wets killed 
by a drunken driver on Christmas Eve.

MADD is mad about courts' leniency toward DWI cases

. daughter, Cari, was killed by a drunken driver.' 
There are now 10 MADD chapters In California and 
eight in Maryland, with additional chapters In nine other 
states. The group seeks to force reform of 
drunken^riving laws by organizing people to do ■ 
something about the problem and by monitoring the 
courts. 

"What we found was that when someone pleads guilty, 
the defense (lawyer) recommends driving school, and 
they don't lose their license," satd Sue LeBrun, a MADD 
representative. "And sometimes the charge is amended 
to reckless driving or public intoxication." 

If charges are amended, a dnmken .driver can go 
through the legal system several times; with each charge 
showing up as a "first offense," she said. 

"It all comes back to the fact that people don't feel this 
Is a serious crime," she said. "Noone questioned what ' 
went on down there (In the courtroom) until MADD came 
into town." , , 

Slncf Lois W&ndhorst and other MADD members began 
monitoring the courts In Louisville, there have been some 
changes. Two Judges have increased their normal $100 
flnes to $200, but they said It wasn't because of MADD. 
Still, Wendliorst believes she's getting her point across. 
Judges have Invited her Into their offices to talk about 



drunken driving, as have prosecutors. 

She isn't sure whaf MADD will do with the Information 
It Is compiling by monitoring courts; but she said the 
group may later recommend changes In Kentucky's 
drunken driving laws. In the meantime, she believes she 
has discovered an untapped anger in the Louisville 
community against drunken drivers. 

"We have at least lOO members, and 500 on our mailing 
list," Wendhorst said. "And at least 70 percent of the 
peoplc.who have writtenor called have been touched 
tragically by drunk drivers." 

Louisville MADD members have ridden with police 
officers to watch them catch drunken drivers, and on New 
Year's Eve, the organization provided six "MADD cabs" 
that gave free rides to people who were toodrunk to drive 
home. 

"Some people didn't like that Idea," Wendhorst said. 
"They thought we were condoning drunks. But if we saved 



Just one life, 1 Uilnk It was worth it. And on New Year's 
Eve, I think we did save a life." 

The national MADDofflce hi California has a stof tof — ^ 
five people and a mailing list of 20.000 people, LeBrun 
said. It receives at least is to 20 calls a day from people 
who have had nin-in3 with drunken drivers. 

MADD groups around the country are trying various 
methods to fl^t drunken drivers. In Ohio, Pemisylvania 
and Delaware, local chapters have called for a state task 
force to study the problem. MADD members are serving 
on the task forces. 

"One major problem is (that) the victim of a drunk 
driver is made to feel like the guilty one," LeBrun said. 
"When someone hears that a child has been killed by a 
drunk driver, they say, "Diepoordriver, howbadhemust 
feel.' 

"A lot of people who have been victims have a lot of 
hate. They want to kill the drunk driver."

'Safety net' not just a slogan 




is all they do

TWIN FALLS - While President 
Reagan has expressed concern for 
keeping a "safety net" for the needy 
despite federal cutbacks for social 
services, a Twin Falls church is 
qulctiy helping those who slip 
throu^. 

: "The president talks a lot about the 
: safety net but we know there arc stiil 
quite a few who do tali through," said 
Rev. Lee Larson, pastor of the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church here. 

The community service center 
operated here for "as long as there's 
been an Advcnltst Church In Twin 
Falls" Is one of the examples of local 
people responding to human needs 
which the president has suggested as 
the answer to cutbacks 'jiMedcral 
funding forsodal programs. 

During 19B1, tiw Adventist center, 
located at the site of the denomina- 
tion's church and school on 
Grandview Drive on the west side of 
town, helped 1,700 persons. 

The center, which is open from 1 to 3 
p.m. Tuesdays or by calling 734-2007 
for an appointment, Is operated by 
Ethel Hughes and Esther O'Dell, 
assisted by other volunteers. 

Basically, they provide food and 
clothing to help area residents who 
are temporarily in need, according to 
the pastor. 

"It's not a long range thing. We Just 
try to provide necessities, tor a brief, 
time until people can gel on their 
feet," he said. 

/ Each case is handled Individually 
according to need and the pastor and 
church volunteers who work at (he 
center do sometimes provide other 
articles as needed. 

While they have helped transients, 
the Salvation Army is better equipped ' 
to care for this group, and the Adven- 
tist center aims primarily to lend a 
helping hand to those In need who live 
here. 



They are getting more calls this 
winter, some referrals from Health 
and Welfare or otlicr agencies, but 
Increasingly from their ou'n members 
who are aware of local people in need. 

The pastor said be believes the 
incnjasc ln calls results in part from 
the fact that "our people sense the 
phasing out of government participa- 
tion and they are more attuned to the 
problem." 

Church members realize, he said, 
"we will have to pick up more of the 
slack." 

.One obvious advantage a private 
group has over government agencies, 
he stressed, Is adaptlblllty and lack of 
regulations. 

"Our hands aren't tied like the 
bureaucrats," Rev. Larson said. So 
the center volunteers can respond as 
they sec fit and are able, unhindered 
by red tape. 

"Recently we heard about several 
children who were attending school 
wearing only thongs during our bitter 
cold weather," Rev. Larson said. 

"That made us realize," he con- 
tinued, "that our supplies of canned 
food and clothing don't do a bit of good 
Justsittingthere." ' ' 

The Community Services Center, 
which used to be known as the Dorcas 
Center after the woman of good works 
in the Bible, offers aid with no strings 
attached. 

No one is asked about church at- 
filiationorpressuredtojoin. 

"The only question we ask is what 
size (clothing)," Rev. Larson said. 

Supplies are donated not only by 
church members but others In the 
community as well. There Is always a 
need for children's clothing. 

"We never have enough jackets," 
he said. 

The pastor stressed, however, that 
donated clothing should be useable. 

"We want to put something on these 
people we'd like to wear ourselves," 
he said. 

Anyone wanting to donate food or 
clothing can call him at 734-2007.

While having s'uch a center Is con- 
sidered a normal function of each 
local Adventist congregation, It can 
be as active or Inactive as the local 
church makes It, Rev. Larson said. 
The denomination also offers a wide 
assortment of other free social 
services such as free blood pressure 
nod a. sophisticated computerized 
stress anaylsis and the pcqiutar 
five-day stop^moklng clinics. 

Nutrition classes arc also among 



the community services the church 
offers and Rev. Larson sees an In- 
creasing need, as times get harder, 
. for people to Icam how to both save 
money and cat better. For example, 
he points out that cooldng oatmeal 
costs a fraction of the hl^ price of 
prepared cereal. 

All these activities, the pastor said, 
barken back to the days "when all 
charity was done by nci^bors and the 
church always was Involved." 

It Is sad that the personal touch has 
been largely lost and most of the 



problem turned over to government 
' agencies, he said. But the combina- 
tion of government cutbacks and eco- 
nomic recession Is bringing the im- 
portance of local charity back to the 
foreground, the pastor believes. 

What about the inevitable problem 
ofchiselers? 

The pastor deals forthrigtitly with 
,-.<.the age-old problem. 

"People sometimes ask me 'Aren't 
you afraid of being taken,' " be said. 
*i always tell them, *U you're ^vlng 
you can't be taken.' "

When you say you and your husband 
are Rh positive that means only that 
each of you have an dominant gene 
that Is responsible for your being Rh 
positive. The weaker gene In both of 
you is undoubtedly Rh negative. With 



that combination you both check out 
as Rh positive. 

Your son Inherited one gene from 
each of you — evidently the weaker 
gene for Rh factor but It gives him (wo 
genes that give him the blood type Rh 
negative. "Hiis explains how two Rh 
positive parents can have and Rh 
. negative offspring.

On a recent radio program, a listener called to ask, 
"Why must I say, 'It is 1/ or 'It is he/ when I answer the 
phone and someone has asked to speak lojne? Why can't I 
justsay.'Itiame?'" 

I explained Uiat he did not have to say "It is I," unless 
he wished to be correct. 

I also explained that the linking vert) "Is" acts like an 
equal sign, that the pronoun following It is another name 
for the subject and thus should be la the nominative case. 
The sides of the grammatical equation must balance. You 
can say It backward orTorward, and It stUi wlII be ri^t. " 
That's the test. Try it; 

In a game of tag, even a small child would say, "I am 
it,"not"MeiBlt." 

Even billy goats know about that. "Who's that tripping 
over my bridge?" growls the troll, and even under stress, 
the lltUe kid responds. "It Js I, UtUe BlUy Goat Gruff." ■ 

I believe It was the Billy Goats Gruff who first called my 
attention to "It Is I." I thought those dumb goats didn't 
know their Engllsb,'but my mother, the teacher. Insisted 
that the goats' syntax was Irreproachable. So I went 
around muttering, "It Is I, It is I, It Is I," under my breath. ^ 
Nostupld goat was going to beat me at the communication 
game. 

Let me share a few thoughts that should make It clear 
under what circumstances it Is appropriate to say, "It's 
me." 

When someone says, "Who ate all the ly^jtaod you did, 
answer, "It was I.'' When strangers cal|Ben go away, 



It's right to comment, "It was tbey." If you and your 
friends are having a spree, explain to the nei^ibors, "It 
was we." Bat if your bouse is burning d4wD, or the creek 
.Is tip and you're about to drown, and'tf someone says, 
"Who could that be?" just scream, "It's me! It's met It's 
mel" 

, , School grammar instruction, which prepares the stu- 
dent to write formally, lags far behind accepted usage in 
informal conversation. There was a time, not so long ago, 
when students were required to leam the 6econdi)erson 
singular when conjugating verbs. "I go, thou goesl, he 
goes; I am, tbou art. he Is." our erandparents chanted. 

We don't require that anymore ; it Is not part of modem 
spoken English. Poets stlU use it on occasion. Biblical 
students know it. We encounter it hi ancient literature, but 
who reads ancient literature? 

"It's me" has become a pari of the language In 
everyday use. It U an exception' to the rule. It's not 
logical, but there you have It. It's the way the people want 
to speak. Those who complain that there are too many ' 
exceptions to the ruleq of English should remember that 
they are belphig to create them. 

Common usage notwithstanding, if you are writing a 
formal paper or a business letter, you will be wise to;isc_ 
, nominative case pronouns following linklh^verbs.

Light shed on sleep

Scientists are contlnuhig to pull 
apart the peaceful period wc call 
sleep. 

For several years now, public 
awareness of one sleep stage — rapid 
eye movement sleep — has been 
growing because scientists figured 
out it was the same as dream sle^. 

REM sleep, as it's called in medical 
Jargon, cleariy Is the most exciting 
pari of sleep. For more than a genera- 
tion, some psychiatrists have probed 
dreams as a clue to emotional pro- 
blems. 

But it's non-dream slc^ that meets 
Shakespeare's requirements (in 
Macbeth): "sleep that laiits up the 
ravcU'd sleave of care, the death of 
each day's life, sore labor's bath, 
balm of hurt minds,' great nature's 
second course, chief nourisher of life's 
feast." 

Scientists arc finding that the need 
for deep sleep is virtually constant 
each day, and that it correlates with a 
particular wave form vn the 
electroencephalograph (EEG) called 
the delta wave. 

In an ordinary night, we go through 
repeated patterns of deep sleep 
followed by REM sleep. Scientists 
dlstingul3h four distinct stages lead- 



ing to deep sleep, depending In part on 
wh^t they see on the EEG. 

The latest discoveries have come 
with a new computer technique for 
reading and measuring delta waves, 
similar to high speed techniques now 
used to analyze 24-hour 
electrocardiographic recordings. 

According to a report in this week's 
Science, a team at the San Francisco 
Veterans Administration Medical 
Center has discovered ttiat deep sleep 
periods diminish as (he night pro- 
ceeds, eventually reaching a plateau. 

But Drs. I. Felnberg, G. Fein and 
T.C. Floyd also found the amount of 
time in deep sleep remaUis about the 
same from night to night, regardless 
of the amount of time we spend 
Bleeping, so that we may be only 
adding another five to 10 minutes of 
deep sleep dei^lte spending several 
extra hours asleep. 

They noted research now Indicates 
that If you take naps during the day, . 
and reach deep sleep (stage 4 sleep or 
delta sleep), then that diminishes the, 
amount of stage 4 sleep you need at 
night. But the amount of REM sleep 
during naps doesn't affect REM sleep 
at night. 

When the total amount of sleep time 
is restricted, say, to four hours, stage 
4 sleep remains at normal levels while 
REM sleep Is eliminated. 

Furthermore, it's deep sleep that is 



most affected by age. 

"These facts led us to suggest that 
delta waves are an 
electrophysiological correlate of 
those unknown metabolic processes 
by which sleep reverses the effects of 
waking on the brain," they said. In 
other words, the way sleep helps us 
recuperate. 

The subject of the current experi- 
ments were medical and undergradu- 
ate students at the University of 
Callfornla-San Francisco, where 
Felnberg and Fein arc also members 
of the Diriment of Psychiatry. 

They found that the first three 
periods of non-dream steep during the 
sleep cycle averaged roughly 70 
minutes apiece. In subsequent 
periods. It drops to 60 minutes, then 
levels off at so minutes. That pattern 
is found from childhood to old age and 
"Is one of the most consistent of the 
' temporal phenomena of human 
sleep." 

' "^ut if Just the deep sleep portion of 
noh-dream periods Is measured, deep 
sleep declines as the night progresses, 
about 40 minutes the first time, 25 
minutes the second, 15 minutes the 
third, 6 minutes the fourth, and Just 3 
to 4 minutes for subsequent periods. 
In other words, the person is sleeping 
lightly; but not dreaming,

CHJCAGO (UPI) - Divorce lawyer 
Herb Gllet}erTnan tells his clients — 
men and women numt>ed by tovc or 
torn by breakups — to make a busi- 
ness out of nunance. 

Glid)ennaa says tbid Is the only 
way for pet^le — and e^KClally 
women — to protect themselves when 
a relationship sours and ex-lovcrs 
battle over property and money. 

''Many clients don't want to lake 
ray advice and get angry because 1 
-am spoiling the nnumce of it." he 
said In an interview, "itut as a lawyer 
Iknowallthencgatlves." . 

Glleberman has leclLired on the 
subject to huge audiences of single 
women who want lo learn how to 
protect themselves financially. 
. "Draft a simple Utile agreement, a 
parternsblp agrecmcnl," be said, "i 
have certain property I'm bringing 
Into this apartment: My dresser, my 
bed and myAuntSophle'squlll.'" 

He said a contract provides the kind 
ot strong-arm protection needed liy 
women - especially those v4» choose 
not to many their lovers. , 

"Unmarried women arc not pro- 
tected in Illinois," ho said. "There Is 
- no patlmony here. But vmm should ' 
enter into a formal partnership as lo 
how they will. acquire property and 
how thc^ win divide It should the 
partnershipbreak up. Thai's different 
from pallmony. Make It strictly & 
buslncssdeal." 

The Illinois Supreme Court has 
rejected the pallmony concept — 
leaving women who do not marry 
their partners painfully vulnerable. 

GtletKiman said a partnership 



agreement or a pie-nuptlal contract . 
will prbtecl women who live in as well 
as those who marry. 
He clt^ the case of an Illinois 



"A certain woman lived with a man 
for' IS years. They were college 
sweethearts, She wanted to gel mar- 
ried. Somehow ho talked her Into 
walling and living with him. They go 
back lo school and she quits to help 
support him. Then tiiey go baclt to 
jhelr small town after he gets his 
degree, They buy a home. She Joins 
hospital boards and commlllees. She 
does nol have a Job of her own but she 
docs all those things a woman who 
wants lo furtbcTHorhusband's career 
would flo." 

Three children later, ■Glld>erman 
said, the man told his "wife" to leave, 
the trial court sided with him. an 
appeals court sided with the "w|fe" 
and the Illinois Siqireme Court ref- 
used to grant her relief. 

"The court said Illinois yrlll nol 
recognize the concept of living 
together and denied her any relief 
based on the concept they lived 
together," Gllchcnnan said. "If that 
case" would have ■ occurred in 
California, there Is no doubt she would 
have received what she was entitled 
lo. She had a very strong case. ' ' 

He advises women to maintain indi- 
vidual bank and credit accounts lo 
prdtccl their assets both in and out of 
marriage. 

A couple should share a Jdnl bank 
account only to support the corporate 
entity — namely, the household, he 
said. 



Women should not co-sign any loans 
or acquire real estate or other valu- 
able property without first signing a 
buy-sell agreement, Glicbermansaid. 

They should not even share lawyers 
and brokers with their men, he added. 

Until alMut 10 years ago, most 
women made a minimal contribution 
to family finances. 

As women advance in the corporate 
world they should rely less and less on 
their partners' lawyers, stockbrokers 
and Investment counsclcrs,

Wheelchair victim speaks out on prejudice

The wheelchairs that are their legs often set the. 
physically disabled apart [rem the able-bodied. 

The wheelchair, a symbol of disablllly, frequently 
rauscs the handicapped person to be viewed as "less than 
a man or woman" In terms of sexuality. 

"Why should the physically disabled be stigmatized as 
asex'uiil eunuchs because thciy happen to be silting In a 
wheelchair?" asked a doctor who .treats patients with 
spinal cord Injuries. 

Why, Indeed? 

The fact that people In wheelchairs fall victim to such 
prejudices was hammered home recently in a news story 
about Larry Bonvailet, a paraplegic from the Chicago 
suburb of Elmwood Park who was told he could notjnarry 
In the Roman Catholic Church because of a law crenylng 
the sacrament of marriage lo a person who cannot have 
"sexual relations." 

Hiat pronouncement from the Jollet, 111., diocesan 
marriage tribunal (which has since been reversed) 
outraged the handicapped community and those involved 



in their rehabilitation. To those wl)0 have been trying to 
tear down the barriers that keep the-' handicapped 
segregalcd. the Bonvailet case Is more than an insignifi- 
cant, isolated Incident. . 

"In recent years, the ablfrbodied public has begun to 
understand that the disabled are pec^ie, too," said Dr 
' Tcny Carle of the Rehabilitation Institute of Chicago. 
"Then something like this case, which seems (o (ell a 
spinal cord-injured person (hat he Is not a sexual being, . 
comes up (o build a wall again." 

Carle views such "inscnsltivKy" on (he part of a church 
as another instance of discrimination. 

"There arc many apparently able-bodied men who are 
impotent because of such diseases as diabetes, 
hypertension or artery blockage," he said, "But (hey ' 
appear (o be without sexual dysfunction problems 
because they arc ambulatory." 

An estimated 10 million American males, for instance^ 
suffer from chronic impotence. The problems of nearly 
half of them arc related (o physical causes such 'ks 
vascular and kidney diseases, circulatory disorders, - 
muscle damage orhomonal imbalances. 

Today, however, help is available to them via dnig 
therapy or implantation of an Inflatable Penile Pro- 



HandiciSpped 
personstill 
has sexuality

Jim DeJong, a 30*yeBr*old 
paraplegic, believes it's time for the 
public to gain a clearer understanding 
of the disabled and sexuality. 

"It Is not true that a paraplegic or 
quadriplegic cannot have sex," tic 
said. "He may no( be able to do one 
particular aspect of It - but he Is still 
very much a sexual person." 

DcJong, assistant direc(or of Ac* 
cess Living of Chicago, a support 
agency for the handicapped, was im- 
pressed by (he outrage over the Larry 
Bonvailet case. The Jolict diocese of 
the Roman Catholic Church threat- 
ened to block Bonvallct's marriage 
(because of his Inability to consum- 
mate II. DeJong thinks (hat's blatant 
discrimination against the physically 
disabled. 

"The prejudice about a handi- 
capped person's sexuality Is an 
artificially created barrier and only 
one of many we face daily. It would be 
great If we could get people to feel as 
ou(raged about physical barriers and 
Inaccessibility of public trans- 
portation." 

He admires BoDvallet's courage for 
bringing the sexual Issue Into the 
open. "That took a lot of guts (or hkm 
to go public and stand up for his 
rights,'^ DeJong said. "I know I had 
doubts before doing a TV interview (o 
discuss the subject. I had to think - 
did I want the public to point at me as 
'tha(guywhocan'tdolt."' 

DeJong, a handsome blond with a 
luxuriant mustache, remembered 
that soon after he was left paralyzed 
from the waist down In 1976 when a 
car rammed Into him, he began to 
dislike himself. "I Imked into a mir- 
ror and was unable to accept myself. I 
looked at legs (hat had been strong 
and carried me through sports, tying 
there flaccid. I didn't think of myself 
as being attractive or sexual, so I 
went into an asexqal period." 

It took a long time (o heal both the 
emotional and physical wounds. "As I 
became physically better, I realized 
how sexual society is. The conversa- 
tions and Innucodos I overheard In 
everyday situations were like wat- 
ching a sweaty, sleazy soap opera. 
And they were magnified because I 
wasn't involved in it." 

He soon became determined to re- 
turn (0 a lifestyle (ha( was as close as 
possible to the one he had before his 
accident, despite his confinement to a 
wheelchair. "I wanted my life to be 
pretty much what It was before my 
accident. That meant that along with 
learning how to push this wheelchair, 
1 had to deal with my sexuality." 

Re-entering (he worid was no( 
without complications, DeJong found. 
"I had to start over, kissing and 
experiencing the sensation of hug- 
ging. This part of the body (be in- 
dicated his chest] Is very much alive, 
and It needs to feel another chest 
against it. And I love back nibs. It 
took time, but I started to realize that 
there is a lot more to sex than erection 
and penetration. I suppose It Is more 
difficult for guys with a macho, 
super-s(ud image of (hemselves to 
understand that." 

It also took time before he couJd 
believe that women truly like htm and 
do not pity him. "Once I had a good 
relationship, I realized it wasn't Im- 
portant how a man plays football or 
tennis or how be performs gyihnastlcs 
In (he bedroom. There Is an awful lo( 
more (o love and caring In a trusting 
relationship." 

While be thinks about the possibility 
of marriage, DeJong feels he Is not 
quite ready for it. "Someday I would 
like to share my life with someone, 
but I need more time to get myself 
together^^e also thought about 
having childre n. What hurts most.l s"^ 
that I'm on'dniy son and can't coiry 
on the family name. Perhaps I could 
adopt ,or my wife could have artificial 
insem'inatlon. And there Is the possi- 
bility that In the future there might be 
something that would allow me to 
have my own children. Medical 
technology might make that possible. 
Who knows?"

Carle emphasizes that the sexualltvoif people with 
spinal cord injuries Is hitact de^Ite thcu- paralysis: "Thd 
f seic act Is not the totality of sexuality," he said. "The 
. disabled population Is as capable as anyone' of Ihe" 
compassion, the toudiiag, the loving; Uw communication 
and companionship that goes Into the enjoyment of 
sexualitj^." 

He conceded that fKorly all patients with spinal cord 
Injuries (except those with Incomplete lesions) are faced 
with some type of sexual dysfunction problem. Sexual 
functioning, along with bladder and bowel control, is 
-associated with the lower tip of the spinal conl, which 
contains (he sacral nerve roots,. : 

Paraplegia Is paralysis usually from the waist down. 
Quadriplegia .hvolves trauma to sections of the spinal 
cord that can go as high as the neck, resulting In partial or 
total paralysis In the arms. 

Women with spinal cord injuries, Carie pointed out, 
retain their reproductive system: They menstruate and 
nviilnic nnri mnny rnn roTHvivc' and give birth. "They 



may lose seosatioa so.tbdr sexual vaginal exp>'jleiices 
are different," be said. "But theystlU havevtberareas of 
eroticism on their bodies." 

Men may have more of a protilem because there are two 
(actors in sexual function for (bem ■:- erection and 
ejaculation. But what is not generally known is that the 
higher the spinal injury, the more likely It is for a male to - 
hnveareflexivetypcof erection. 

"There are two types of erections," Carle said. "The 
psychogenic, coming from erotic thoughts, and the 
reflexogenlc, which comes from such sensory Input as 
touching and stroking. Those with lesions in the qilnal 
cord above the (tallbone area) generally have enough 
muscle reflex action to get a better than average erection 
,(o perform intercourse." 

DespKe the problems, however. Carle siresses (ba( 
paraplegics and quadriplegics are capable of climax. 

"Their sexual drive ln(ac(, and they can have 
orgasms that, for most people, arc largely controlled by 
the mind," he. said. "They still have other areas of (heir 
bodies that are sensitive to touch, and there arc 
alternatives to intercourse."

The two winners will 
play Saturday night for the right to 
advance to nationals in Hutchinson, 
Kans., the following week.

TVCC "had to have an effect. We 
weren't playing for regional seeds or 
tournament host spots it was Just a 
regular season game and, for all 
purposes, a non-conference game."
